There was 
representation from Massachusetts, Connecticut, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Upstate New York, and Washington, D. C. 


WELCOME 


Dr. Walter M. Montafio, editor of the ConverTED CATHO- 
Lic Magazine, was Master of Ceremonies. The service was opened 
with a hymn sing and prayer, led by Rev. Garfield Thompson of 
the First Methodist Church of Seaford, Long Island. 

Words of welcome were extended by Dr. Montafio, Execu- 
tive Director of Christ’s Mission, Rev. Frank F. Payas, Super- 
visor of Dugan Center, and Rev. L. F. Hutchins, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church of Flushing, Long Island, and a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees. It was a real pleasure and thrill to 
greet the many friends who have stood behind the ministry of 
Christ’s Mission for many years. 

Rev. Hugh Farrell, a former Carmelite monk, and now a 
member of Christ’s Mission’s staff, traced the history of the Mis- 
sion from 1881 up to the present time and told of the purpose 
of Dugan Center and the plan of rehabilitation that will be 
extended to the men we endeavor to help.

Following the Scripture reading, 
there were three dedicatory prayers offered by pastors and 
laymen who were visiting with us.

The Message of the afternoon was delivered by Dr. Clyde 
W. Taylor, Secretary of Public Affairs of the National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals, and a member of Christ’s Mission’s Board 
of Trustees. Dr. Taylor very ably and aptly focused attention 
on the great need of this program, pointing out its ministry 
through love. Dr. Taylor carefully noted that the area of con- 
troversy lies against a system—tiot a people within that system.

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Papal Despotism, Nepotism 


Certainly from Nicholas V (d. 
1455) to Leo X (d. 1521) we en- 
counter a succession of popes who are 
so characteristic of their time that we 
may think of them as constituting a 
distinct Renaissance series. Considered 
as a body, they desired to enjoy life 
on the same terms as any other Renais- 
sance despot; their chief political con- 
cern was to consolidate their Italian 
state and in order to acquire the means 
wherewith to maintain a splendid 
court, to build palaces and churches, 
and to exercise a liberal patronage of 
scholars and artists they did not 
scruple to lay heavy financial burdens 
on clergy and laity alike throughout 
the vast extent of the Catholic church. 

Although the Renaissance popes 
often appear in a most agreeable 
personal light, it is also true that some 
of them, mastered by their worldly 
passions, fell into degrading excesses. 
The worst of them was without any 
doubt Alexander VI (1492-1503), a 
Spaniard of the family name of 
Borgia. Without crediting all the 
ferocious scandal which circulated 
concerning him in his own time, it 
remains undeniable not only that he 
indulged himself in every sensual 
pleasure but also that he monstrously 
abused his power by employing it to 
advance the fortunes of his many ille- 
gitimate children. The most famous 
of these was his son, Caesar Borgia. 
As gifted and courageous as he was 
morally debased, Caesar entertained 
the impudent idea of acquiring the 
State of the Church with the consent 
of his father as his personal posses- 
sion. Not impossibly he might have 
carried through his audacious project, 
had his father not died prematurely.

Schools: Rome’s Weapon to 
Make America Catholic 


BABLY THE STRONGEST WEAPON IN THE HANDS 
of the Roman Catholic Church to make America 
Catholic is control of education. Efforts are con- 
stantly being put forth, first, to gain as much con- 
trol over the public school system as possible, and 
second, to channel as many students, Catholic or 
otherwise, into the parochial school system as can 
be accommodated. 

At the annual convention of the National Catho- 
lie Educational Association this year, officials dis- 
closed a gain of nearly fifteen percent in the last 
three years in enrollment in Catholic schools, 
seminaries, and colleges. In the fifteen year period 
from 1945 to 1960, it is estimated that the enroll- 
ment in elementary and high schools will have in- 
creased by one hundred percent. 

Msgr. Frederick G. Hochwalt, secretary general 
of NCEA, said the estimated increase presents a 
“wonderful challenge to Catholic educators and 
Catholic parents . . . We’ll probably become more 
selective in the children who attend Catholic 
schools,” he added. “And we'll probably become 
more experimental in our attempts to handle more 
children in the Catholic schools.” 


THE ““GODLESS”’ PUBLIC SCHOOL 


Coincident with continuing long-range plans for 
parochial school expansion is the attempt to dis- 
credit the public schools, which are constantly 
branded as “secular,” “godless,” “materialistic.” 
Using such epithets as ammunition against free 
education, Roman Catholic educators seek to pro- 
mote the idea that parochial schools are superior 
because they provide moral and religious as well 
4s intellectual training. This is the argument that

is used to induce Catholic parents to place their 
children in parochial schools—though Canon Law is 
explicit in its condemnation of state schools and 
forbids attendance at public schools under penalty 
of mortal sin. (“Catholic children must not attend 
non-Catholic, neutral or mixed schools, that is, 
such as are also open to non-Catholics.”—Canon 
1374) 

Though many Catholics for one reason or another 
disobey this injunction and send their children to 
public schools, some 6,805,129 children are being 
taught by Roman Catholic instructors, according 
to a report by Archbishop Albert G. Meyer at the 
NCEA convention. This figure includes private 
schools and orphans’ homes as well as the regular 
parochial schools. 


TRUE CONFESSIONS 


Yet in spite of the facade that is erected for 
public view, all is not well within these halls of 
learning. Candid confessions of inadequate facili- 
ties, low scholastic standards, and inefficient teach- 
ers occur quite regularly in the official intramural 
publications. Such news, however, recently leaked 
into the secular press in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
which reported in detail the contents of a letter 
sent to Roman Catholic principals by Msgr. Ed- 
mund J. Goebel, superintendent of schools for the 
Milwaukee diocese. 

“We expect all eighth grade pupils enrolled this 
semester in your schools to graduate from your 
school in June,” Msgr. Goebel wrote, declaring that 
pupils should not be failed even for misconduct, 
sickness or absence. Any failure in grades four 
through eight meant that teachers “do not know 
how to use the [recommended] program or do not 
believe in it.” He added, “To expel or suspend a 
child is an admission of failure.” 

This liberal, “progressive” non-flunking policy 
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shocked and offended many Catholic teachers, who 
felt it reflected unfavorably on the caliber of Ro- 
man Catholic education, and who refused to see in 
it an attempt to keep up appearances as far as 
parents were concerned. However, Sister Francine, 
educational consultant, was quick to defend the 
intent of Msgr. Goebel’s letter, which created a 
false impression, she said, asserting that Catholic 
schools do hold back slower pupils. Whether or 
not this explanation satisfied disturbed parents is 
not known, but at the NCEA conference Roman 
Catholic educators were told that Catholic parents 
too often were not given an opportunity to express 
their views about school policies and were kept in 
ignorance of what takes place in the classroom. 


DUAL CONTROL 


According to Archbishop Meyer, charges 
frequently have been made that American society 
has been indifferent to intellectual attainment, and 
this includes Catholic schools at all levels. Mr. 
Charles J. McNeill, Roman Catholic publishing firm 
executive who gave the keynote address, was more 
explicit: “If we are not satisfied with public educa- 
tion as we find it—and we are not—we can’t im- 
prove it much by mere criticism or condemnation.” 
The solution, he opined, was not radical improve- 
ment of Roman Catholic schools but rather “to 
study the problems of public education, take an 
active part in school campaigns and elections, seek 
places on school boards and commissions and make 
our thinking heard in citizens’ meetings on educa- 
tion.” 

Thus the Roman Church reveals its dual pur- 
pose: to discredit and destroy the public school 
system, or, failing that, to control it; and to build 
up into a massive network its own parochial school 
system. The important factor is not education for 
life but education for the Roman Church. If this 
can be accomplished, any end justifies the means. 
The only concern is to capture the young mind 
when it is impressionable and pliable and cast it 
in the Roman Catholic mold. 

These were Hitler’s tactics in Nazi Germany, 
and they worked all too well. Too late the world 
learned that to control the youth of a nation is to 
control its future. 

This thought, which is tempting, has long since 
captivated the thinking of Roman Catholic clericals 
and is now part of Vatican strategy. How is it in 
your town? Are public school buses used for pa- 
rochial school students? Are free student health 
services extended to parochial schools? Are nuns 
teaching in your public schools? Has the Roman 
Church bought up cheaply public school buildings 
that you have paid for with tax money? Are public 
schools closed so that non-Catholics are virtually 
forced to attend conveniently located parochial 
schools? Are Catholic classes held in public school 
buildings? Are religion classes held on public school 
property? Are there Catholics on your public school 
board? 

A “yes” answer to any one of these questions 
may not pose an immediate threat but it is most 


assuredly a warning sign. Will your town heed th 

danger signals—or will it some day be engulfed i 
the floodtide of Roman Catholicism as it sweepg 
triumphantly over the little red school house, the 
modern clerestoried high school, and the ivy-tower 
ed university ? 


Servility to the Vatican 


N AMERICAN SOIL IN THE CITY OF NEW YORK 

there is an edifice which by virtue of some it 
ternational gerrymandering is considered extra 
territorial and in which the sovereignty of foreign 
countries is recognized. This United Nations build. 
ing, which provides a sort of political sanctuary @ 
member nations ostensibly engaged in the pursuit 
of peace, houses representatives of all nationalities 
who speak. for their native countries in matte 
of international concern. 

Whatever its weaknesses or shortcomings, the 
U.N. is a political entity empowered to deal with 
member nations in a way that has been decided 
upon through due process of law. It has voted upon 
a charter which, while inferior to the U.S. Bill of 
Rights, nevertheless does guarantee the basic hu 
man freedoms. It has no power to legislate in reli- 
gious matters other than to guarantee freedom of 
conscience and to uphold and defend the creed of 
human rights. 

Yet in spite of its political foreordination, the 
U.N., in the person of its secretary Dag Hammer 
skjold, is following the already rutted road to Rome 
and is knocking at the doors of Vatican. In fing 
the organization of world states is seeking aid and 
counsel from a church which in this case functions 
both politically and ecclesiastically as the foremost 
exponent of absolutism. 

That such should be the case is simply another 
manifestation of the Vatican-complex that seems 
to be infecting the political leaders of the world: 
a complex conceived, bred, and nurtured within 
Vatican walls; a complex so deceptive in character 
that the U. S., ever jealous for complete separation 
of church and state, has already succumbed to its 
subtleties. 

Secretary Hammerskjold’s eagerness to visit 
Rome marks a distinct departure from his line of 
duty, since the Vatican is not a member nation and 
the Pope, in view of his patent anti-democratit 
record, is hardly the individual to consult with re 
gard to world problems. The Vatican has a long 
record of siding with tyranny and in more recent 
years aligned itself with the Axis powers against 
the free nations of the world. 


WHO BENEFITS? 


Who, we may ask, has given Dag Hammerskjoli 
the authority to speak to a religious organization 
on behalf of the countries represented in the U.N=— 
especially the United States and other countrié 
that have no diplomatic relations with the Vatican! 
With what attributes and what credentials dow 
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he approach the Vatican? What is his capacity as 
he seeks admittance to the audience chamber of the 
self-styled Vicar of Christ on earth? With what 
terms does he address a fellow human being who 
claims infallibility ? How far does he feel his official 
duties extend? What commitments does he offer to 
the pretended successor of St. Peter? With what 
counsel does he return to the United Nations head- 
quarters in New York? How much vital informa- 
tion can he receive from the man in the Vatican? 
How much more effectively can he work for world 
peace as a result of this pilgrimage? 

In short, who benefits from such a tactical move: 
the Vatican—or the U.N.? Such officious attempts 
to place the Pope in the category of world chaplain, 
doctor, lawyer, and chief must be checked, both in 
Washington and at Lake Success. This calls for a 
protest, the protest that registers most effectively : 
the voice of the people. 


BYPASSING IMMIGRATION LAWS 


Sooner or later the American people must come 
to the realization that our representatives both at 
home and abroad are not furthering American in- 
terests in many of their functions. We have already 
pointed up the Nixon fiasco, in which our Vice 
President is seeking by every means at his dis- 
posal to curry favor with the Vatican. The same 
seems to be true of President Eisenhower. Several 
months ago it was reported that he was asking 
Congress to approve legislation to admit to this 
country clergymen and members of religious orders 
without regard to immigration quotas or restric- 
tions, the number to be limited to five thousand a 
year. 

Since Congress already has a number of bills to 
its credit admitting to citizenship Roman Catholic 
nuns and priests—bills which the President has 
signed—the origin of such a law is easy to surmise. 
The fact that the President so readily yielded 
to hierarchical pressure as to enjoin Congress to 
write it into the laws of the land is an alarming 
index of the extent of Vatican penetration into 
the affairs of this country. It goes without saying 
that if such legislation were enacted the necessity 
of passing individual laws would be obviated and 
a steady stream of Roman Catholic clergymen, 

| teachers, nurses, and other institutional workers 
would be admitted with relatively little publicity. 


THE CASE OF MINDSZENTY 


t Overseas our official representatives are evinc- 
t® ing the same servility to Rome. Take, for instance, 
the case of Cardinal Mindszenty of Hungary, who 
prior to his arrest by the Communists meddled in 
tational politics like most of his confreres 
throughout the world. Though it is contrary to 
US. policy to offer international sanctuary in con- 
silar offices, the Cardinal has been living in the 
US. Legation in Budapest, where he has a two- 
tom apartment, receives his meals from the lega- 
tin kitchen, performs Mass, and works on his 
Memoirs. 
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As reported in Time (April 29), U.S. Foreign 
Service Regulations state explicitly : 

“As a rule, a diplomatic representative or consu- 
lar officer shall not extend asylum to persons out- 
side of his official or personal household. Refuge 
may be afforded to uninvited fugitives whose lives 
are in imminent danger from mob violence but only 
for the period during which active danger 
continues. 

“Refuge must be refused to persons fleeing from 
the pursuit of the legitimate agents of the local 
government. In case such persons have been admit- 
ted to the diplomatic or consular premises, they 
must be either surrendered or dismissed from the 
mission or consular office.” 

While Hungary’s Premier Kadar has offered 
Cardinal Mindszenty a safe-conduct to leave the 
legation and the country, the Vatican has not given 
its approval for him to leave. Consequently, accord- 
ing to latest reports, he will probably stay on in- 
definitely at the expense of the U. S. taxpayer. 

Day after day, week after weary week, the news 
is transmitted about official favoritism or subservi- 
ence to the Roman Catholic Church, on the local 
level, on the national level, and on the international 
level. Will America, proud and strong in her youth, 
play the role of Samson and engender his fate? 
Will she allow the Delilah of the city of seven hills 
to discover and betray the secrets of her greatness 
and strength? 

America is not Eisenhower, or Nixon, or Con- 
gress, or a seat in the U.N. America is you, the 
citizen. Is your birthright worth a letter to your 
Senator, your Congressman, your President—now? 


Protestant Education for 
Democracy 


N THE LATIN AMERICAN CONTINENT WHERE THE 
Roman Catholic Church has kept the masses 
of people in ignorance—for the ignorant are the 
easiest prey of Roman Catholic control—great 
progress has been made by Protestant education. It 
is a remarkable tribute that only through Protes- 
tant schools are inhabitants of Latin American 
countries becoming more democratic-minded. , 
Along these lines, it is most encouraging to note 
that the American Institute in La Paz, Bolivia, has 
been the main source of that country’s democratic 
leaders. This is the report of the Hon. Victor 
Andrade, Bolivian Ambassador to the United 
States, who recently spoke to Protestant mission 
leaders at the annual meeting in New York of the 
Committee on Cooperation in Latin America. 
“Against an often turbulent political back- 
ground,” he said, “the steady influence of the 
American mission schools in my country has served 
to awaken the social consciousness of the people.” 
Dr. Andrade had himself been a student at the 
Methodist school and had taught there for almost 
six years. His report answers emphatically and af- 
firmatively the question, “Do missions pay?” 


Our Ministry to 
Roman Catholic Priests 


N THE COURSE of the years, and especially since 

the present Executive Director of Christ’s Mis- 
sion took charge of the work, a considerable num- 
ber of Roman Catholic priests have received help 
from us. Thousands of dollars contributed by our 
friends have been expended on them as we have 
directed them to Christian work or prepared them 
for service with Christ’s Mission. Many of them 
have given us real encouragement, and we have 
been blessed by their testimony and ministry to 
others. 

But now and then we find some black sheep 
among these “other sheep,”—a situation which, 
while disappointing, is from a human point of view 
to be expected. Even though the Executive Director 
himself has opened his own home to some of these 
priests and has given them shelter, food, compan- 
ionship, understanding, love, and every possible 
consideration, it is most disheartening to realize 
that after years of conditioning to a particular 
mind-set and virtual brainwashing in the Roman 
Catholic Church, complete rehabilitation is almost 
impossible. When the door of the heart is not 
opened from within, it remains impregnable to the 
power and influence of the spirit of regeneration. 

However, we hasten to add that we have no bit- 
terness toward those who have mistrusted our 
kindness, even though a few have turned against 
Christ’s Mission and have used unethical methods 
and even slander in their efforts to decry their 
benefactors. With sorrowful hearts and with Chris- 
tian pity we wish that these few men would find 
themselves and, even more important, would find 
God, for it can be confidently asserted that when 
a person is born again and is really regenerated by 
the power of the Holy Spirit, his Christian spirit 
will overcome these uncharitable tendencies. 


HOME FOR EX-PRIESTS 


On the brighter, more hopeful side, we render 
our deepest gratitude to God for having used us 
to help so many, not only in the United States but 
in other countries as well. And we rejoice that at 
last God has answered the prayers of many years 
by providing for us a center where we can receive 
and rehabilitate Roman Catholic priests whose con- 
science has led them out of spiritual darkness and 
who are crying for the true light. Those who come 
to us are treated with love and compassion as they 
are given every possible help by the consecrated 
men on the staff and on the Board of Trustees. 

Now that we have finally secured the home for 
ex-priests, with all its responsibilities and potenti- 
alities, we need more than ever your prayers and 
your support. 

As dean of the new home we have an outstanding 
Christian gentleman who for many years was him- 
self in the service of the Roman Catholic Church 
and later after his conversion served as a Presby- 
terian minister. We believe that the Rev. Frank 
Payas (pronounced “pay us’) was sent to us by 


God. He and his family now reside at Dugan Center’ 
in Sea Cliff, Long Island. 


BEHIND THE SCENES 


Another staff member who came to us as a direct 
answer to prayer at a very crucial point in Christ’s 
Mission’s history is Mr. Robert Hawley, our cap- 
able business manager and liaison man.

are bound.” (Is. 61:1) In this we can only conquer 
in the strength imparted to us by God, and to this 
end we earnestly ask your prayers, that a circle 
of faith may surround our own petitions as we 
seek to know and fulfill the will of Him who com 
missioned us.

HE GREAT ISSUE of our times at 

both the national and world 
levels is the battle of two distinct 
philosophies for the allegiance of 
men: democracy and authoritar- 
janism. Authoritarianism has two 
wings: Fascism and Communism. 
Communism is being so well cov- 
ered in the press and other means 
of communication that this article 
will be concerned only with Fas- 
cism and in particular with that 
part of it often overlooked, the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

Salvemini and LaPiana state 
in their book. What Happened to 
Italy, “By way of a broad gener- 
alization we may say that the en- 
tire large class of reactionaries 
and conservatives, big business 
men, bankers, great land owners, 
the upper clergy, aristocrats of 
wealth and title, and a large sec- 
tion of the upper bourgeoisie 
were from the beginning or be- 
came afterwards, with few ex- 
ceptions, firm supporters of the 
Fascist regime.” (p. 166) 

Hazen in his Modern European 
History, fourth edition, says, 
“The Fascist right . . . consisted 
of the adherents of the monarchy, 
the nobility, the church, and the 
wealthier bourgeoisie.” (p. 846) 

The pattern of membership re- 
peats itself around the world, 
even in the United States. It may 
be of interest to recall that the 
outstanding leaders of the Nazi- 
Fascist movement, from Hitler 
down, were Roman Catholics with 
few exceptions. Even Mussolini 
was reared by a Catholic mother 
and in the last years of his life 
returned as a fanatical member 
of the church. 
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Authoritarianism 








Dean Inge is quoted in the 
Churchman (August 1, 1942) as 
follows, “Roman Catholicism is 
Fascism in religion; it appeals to 
the same type of mind that swells 
the ranks of Hitler’s and Musso- 
lini’s followers. The Spanish and 
French Fascists are nearly all 
Catholics.” 

This statement throws into 
bold relief the fallacy held by 
many that the WNazi-Fascist 
threat was destroyed by World 
War II. Almost entirely the lead- 
ers of that movement were the 
product of a social matrix largely 
supplied by the Roman Church. 
From that matrix they drew their 
social and political ideals and at- 
titudes. All that World War II 
did was to nullify these leaders 
and their particular efforts. The 
great breeding ground for the 
leaders and the ideas, and the 
institutions which supplied it, are 
largely left untouched. 


Many thought that, because of 
the close association of the Ro- 
man Church with the Nazi-Fas- 
cist movement, she would be seri- 
ously weakened in its milifary 
defeat. But the Roman Church is 
one of the most adroit political 
manipulators and necromancers 
known to history. She got her 
wings singed a bit in Eastern 
Europe, but aside from that, and 
particularly in America, she has 
sloughed all her Nazi-Fascist 
taint and for the moment is suc- 
cessfully posing as ,one of the 
defenders of free men! 

Let us trace the story a little 
more broadly and then come back 
to the American scene. The Ro- 
man Church is both a political

and a religious entity. It is both 
authoritarian and totalitarian. It 


is an international movement 
committed to world conquest: a 
conquest in the name of authori- 
tarianism just as truly and with 
the same techniques as Commu- 
nism is an attempted conquest in 
the same name but representing 
a different social group. Whatever 
menace one is to democracy, the 
other is also and to an equal de- 
gree. One represents the conser- 
vative elements — wealth, title, 
vested interests, special privilege, 
— stresses religion and is com- 
pletely authoritarian and totali- 
tarian. The other pretends to rep- 
resent the dispossessed, the 
disinherited, stresses economic 
determinism and is completely 
authoritarian and _ totalitarian. 
(Nothing is surer than that in 
America all the groups mention- 
ed, except the Roman hierarchy, 
overwhelmingly repudiate both 
Fascism and Communism.) 


STANDARDS AND 
STRATEGY 


The last forty years have 
shown that each of the authori- 
tarian “isms” — Clericalism, Fas- 
cism and Communism — is utter- 
ly destructive of human rights. 
Any atrocious act committed in 
the name of the party or the in- 
stitution is made righteous by 
that fact. Each has the same 
standard of ethics: (Blanshard’s 
Communism, Democracy and 
Catholic Power, Beacon, 1951, 
traces the deadly parallel.) 

The world-wide effort of Cleri- 
cal-Fascism has been widely at- 
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tested. Boyd Barrett says in his 
Rome Stoops to Conquer (1935) : 
“In Pope Pius XI, as few people 
seem to fully realize, the Catholic 
Church has for the first time in 
several centuries a leader of su- 
preme genius, of indomitable pur- 
pose and of untiring energy, ... 
In his deep brain there is a settled 
plan, an ambitious yet practical 
scheme, that, should he live to 
put it into effect in all its ampli- 
tude, will for a certainty revolu- 
tionize the world.” (p. 252, 253) 

Blanshard in his book Ameri- 
can Freedom and Catholic Power 
says, “There is no Catholic 
plan for America distinct from 
the Catholic plan for the 
world. The hierarchy’s techniques 
of promotion vary from country 
to country but the master plan is 
one plan and that world wide 
strategy is directed from Rome.” 
(pp. 269, 270) 

World War II has revealed that 
a part of that strategy is to place 
her followers in positions of re- 
sponsibility and leadership. Then 
when the hour strikes her doc- 
trines, interests, security and 
goals will be well protected and 
advanced. In her present effort 
to win she gambled heavily on 
Fascism. She had the closest ties 
with every Fascist-Nazi nation in 
Europe and with Japan. (She 
sent her ambassador to Japan 
over the protests of both England 
and America. Some have said her 
price was all religious rights for 
her in Asia as against all political 
and economic rights for Japan.) 


PAPAL PARTISANSHIP 


As a matter of fact the Roman 
Church has a solid history of op- 
position to all liberal ideas and 
especially to America. Pope Pius 
IX in his Syllabus of Errors 
(1864) thoroughly denounced 
things liberal and democratic as 
error. No later pope has challeng- 
ed or repudiated his position. In 
the Civil War when the American 
government was fighting for its 
life, “Only the Roman pontiff, 
then a temporal prince (as he is 
now) of all the rulers of the earth 
officially recognized Jeff Davis as 
the head of a real government.” 
(A History of the Civil War, 
Benson J. Lossing, p. 332.) 
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In World War II the weight of 
the Roman Church, as indicated 
above, was solidly Fascist. This 
fact is further underscored by the 
following statement from Ka- 
gawa printed in Unconquerable 
Kagawa (by Emerson O. Brad- 
shaw, 1952): “The only time I 
made broadcasts during the war 
was at Christmas time. Those 
were, in the main, spiritual mes- 
sages addressed to our troops and 
devotional messages to my people 
in war time. I made one other 
broadcast in response to rumors 
that American troops were com- 
mitting atrocities such as grind- 
ing our captured men beneath the 
treads of their tanks. This infor- 
mation on the alleged atrocities 
had come in a broadcast from the 
Pope in Rome. Of course I knew 
nothing at that time of the atroci- 
ties our own soldiers were com- 
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mitting against American sol- 
diers and native civilians.” (p. 
138) 

In other words, the Pope was 
not acting as a great spiritual 
leader, revealing and condemn- 
ing with equal hand all inhuman 
practices wherever and by whom- 
ever committed. Rather he was a 
partisan using his high office to 
win victory for the particular side 
to which he was committed, re- 
gardless of the means his cohorts 
might use. 


BIRDS OF A FEATHER 


Let us 
further: 


In the appendix of The Con- 
gressional Record for July 30, 
1953, under extension of remarks 
by Clyde Doyle, the Librarian of 
Congress is quoted as follows: 
“There are-many similarities be- 
tween Fascism and Communism 
which illustrate their subversive 
character and which explain in 
part how the Nazi-Soviet pact of 
August 1939 could be reached.” 


follow the pattern 


(p. A 5088) The same line @ 
reasoning applies with equg 
force to the Roman Church 
which had concordats with every 
Fascist power in Europe. The 
present Pope Pius XII, then Cap. 
dinal Pacelli, was one of the 
chief architects of the concordat 
with Hitler. 


A book called The Universal 
Aspects of Fascism appeared 
1928. Its imprimatur was give 
by Mussolini, who also wrote the 
preface. Some quotations fray 
the preface follow: 


“The book which I have th 
pleasure of prefacing is from the 
pen of a clearminded English 
thinker (Barnes) who know 
Italy and the Italians perfectly 
and not less perfectly Fascism” 
(p. XVII) ; 

“Barnes knows Fascism both 
its doctrinal elaborations and ip 
its practical realization.” (p 
XIX) 

With this introduction and e 
dorsement by Mussolini, let us gee 
what Barnes says the Fascist 
movement is and was meant t 
do: 


“Fascism may be defined gener. 
ally as a political and social move. 
ment having as its object the 
re-establishment of a political and 
social order, based upon the main 
current of traditions that have 
formed our European traditions 
created by Rome, first by the em- 
pire and subsequently by the 
Catholic Church. Conversely, 
Fascism may be described as the 
repudiation of that individualist 
mentality that found expression 
first in the pagan renaissance, 
then in the Reformation and later 
in the French Revolution which 
issued in ‘Capitalism’ itself a 
product of the Reformation.” 


“Thus, according to our defini- 
tion, which has Mussolini’s sane 
tion, the accusation made by 
certain persons that Fascism, i 
its defense of the church and t 
restoration of religion to a plate 
of honor in the state, is acting 
from purely opportunistic mo 
tives fall to the ground.” (pp. 3 
36) Nazi-Fascism, then, was 4 
movement led by the sons of the 
church, working close to it, and 
dedicated, with it, to the destrue 
tion of the achievements of thos 
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t movements which had es- 
tablished the freedom of men. 





PLAN FOR AMERICA 






When we realize what a victory 
for the Cleric-Nazi-Fascist axis— 
and how close it came to be!— 
would have meant for the Roman 
Church and all believers in 
authoritarianism, it completely 
takes the breath away. Particu- 
larly, when we further under- 
stand how completely the church 
has escaped all responsibility for 
the part she played and that she 
is even now preparing a better 
plan for the next attempt. And 
in that “perfect” plan for tomor- 
row, America is said to be the 
key; next time she'll have 
America on her side. 

“Pius is well aware that the 
Catholic church can never hope 
again to dominate the civilized 
world until America is beaten and 
penitent at her feet.” (Barrett, 
Rome Stoops to Conquer, p. 4.) 


“He [Pius XI and now Pius 
XII] has given the best of his 
singular ability to the supervision 
and direction of the Catholic cam- 
paign in America. For him our 
country is a battlefield on which 
is being waged the greatest 
struggle of the church’s history. 
The conquest of America is the 
supreme objective at which he 
aims.” (Ibid., p. 3) Pius XII is 
quoted as having said he took 
over both the title and purposes 
of Pius XI. 

Blanshard in American Free- 
dom and Catholic Power (p. 270- 
Tl) endorses and expands this 
position.

Many are inclined to scoff at 
the idea of danger because, they 
say, these people are only a mi- 
nority in the population. That is 
true, but the Communists were an 
even smaller minority in Russia. 
The Nazis, at first, were a small 
discredited rabble in Bavaria, 
Germany. 

Some have thought Nazism 
tame by way of Protestant 
Germany. The facts are quite the 
contrary. Hitler was a Roman 
Catholic. Heiden (Der Fuehrer, 
1944, pp. 45, 52, 53, 70) makes 
this statement four times. He was

the product of the parochial and 
state (not the same as public) 
schools. He made his initial and 
decisive bid for power in Roman 
Catholic Bavaria, not Protestant 
Prussia. Munich, not Berlin, was 
the seed center of Nazism. 
(Ibid., p. 101) Here a Nazi- 
Catholic minority rose to power 
over an unwary and somewhat 
contemptuous majority. 


Some conclusions from 
Heiden’s book might be summar- 
ized as follows: The Roman 
Church’s intransigence to de- 
mocracy; the effort and success 
of the Jesuit wing to place men, 
lay and cleric, in high places to 
do her will; capitalism’s terrible 
fear of Communism and distrust 
of all government control; the 
combined power of capitalist and 
cleric to control all means of ad- 
verse expression; the willingness, 
nay, fervent desire, of each to 
support Fascist authoritarian- 
ism; the consistent, persistent 
teaching of the parochial school, 
state school (not the same as pub- 
lic school), private school, and 
church pulpits against the idea 
that the people could govern 
themselves, producing leaders 
committed to that idea and a mass 
persuaded to accept it. (Ibid., p. 
105) 

Add to these the-insatiable am- 
bition of the Roman Church and 
you have the forces that planted 
Nazi-Fascism and prepared the 
culture that made its growth pos- 
sible. Proponents of a strong pa- 
rochial schoo] system in America 
should ponder this fact very care- 
fully. Pan-Germanism, Junkers, 
hard times, international anarchy 








did not make Nazism; they were 
factors of which it made use. 


DANGER OF THE MINORITY 


To add one example to a meas- 
ure already heaped up of a 
Clerical-Fascist minority taking 
over, let us glance for a moment 
at the story of Fascism in 
Austria, just before World War 
II. Dr. Chas. A. Gulick, .Jr., re- 
viewing the memoirs of Ernst 
Rudiger—Between Hitler and 
Mussolini—in the New York 
Times Book Review section (Nov. 
8, 1942), shows how a minority 
of about “6%” made up of bank- 
ers, industrialists and clerics un- 
der the leadership of Dollfuss and 
Schuschnigg defeated the demo- 
cratic elements of Austria and 
turned the country over to Cleri- 
cal-Nazi-Fascism. 

“Tdeologically the roots of the 
Nazis and the Heimwehr were the 
same; the differences were insig- 
nificant when compared to the 
similarities.” After Dollfuss had 
destroyed the democratic ele- 
ments, “the progress toward an 
authoritarian state was acceler- 
ated. In his program speech of 
September 11, 1933, Dollfuss had 
demanded the ‘undoing of the er- 
rors of the last 150 years of our 
intellectual history’—that is, the 
spread of liberal and democratic 
ideas following the French Revo- 
lution (note Mussolini’s state- 
ment above). He had also an- 
nounced that we want a social 
Christian state Austria on a cor- 
porate. state foundation under 
strong authoritarian leadership. 
Frequently, he had explained that

IFE IS FILLED WITH A MULTI-

tention to the things which are 
most important. What, then, is 
the most important thing in life? 

It cannot be the acquisition of 
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and acquired wealth solemnly de- 
clare that it brings neither 
present satisfaction nor lasting 
happiness. 

It is not the attainment of the 
pinnacle of fame, for fame is 
daily proved to be a fickle and 
empty bubble. 

It is not education nor unselfish 
service for mankind, commend- 


human _ standpoint, for, while 
these give satisfaction in this life, 
they leave wholly unanswered the 
great questions of the life which 
is eternal. 

Will you note carefully as I tell 
you—and I say this with deep 
solemnity—that the most im 
portant thing in life is for you to 
fulfill in your heart and life the 
plan and purpose of God who 
made you. 

It is our sincere belief that the 
Holy Bible contains the plan and 
purpose of God for all mankind 
Let us gather this plan and pur- 
pose into one sentence as we 
affirm that God’s desire for you 
is that you shall become a real 
Christian and live a_ true 
Christian life! 

What else in all of life can com- 
pare in importance with doing 
God’s will? Therefore it is im 
perative that we shall know what 
constitutes a real Christian and 
how to live the true Christian 
life. 


WHAT A CHRISTIAN IS NOT 


Too many people are “hoping,” 
“guessing,” “supposing” that they 
are Christians and missing the 
real truth of what constitutes a 
Christian. Today, many use the 
term “Christian” in a_ broad 
sense to include everything which 
is not pagan. But this is not the 
Bible usage at all. 

A Christian is not one whois 
merely intelligent, or of good 


character, or sober, or one who 


loves his wife and children. 
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church membership, or baptism, 
or benevolence, or following the 
golden rule will in themselves 
never make one a true child of 


Or, if you are relying on what 
you do not do—do not smoke, do 
not drink, do not swear, do not 
lie, steal, cheat,—remember this, 
that God will never admit anyone 
into His heaven on what he has 
not done. 

And if you are trusting in a 
Christian parent, or in good 
works, or in Bible reading, or in 
a high moral life, be assured that 
your name is in no wise entered 
in the Book of Life. 

Do not become _ confused, 
Christians rightly practice many 
of these things, but the point 
which you should clearly under- 
stand is that any or all of these 
things do not constitute the en- 
trance into life. And if you are, 
broadly speaking, trusting in “do- 
ing good,” or “being good” you 
are absolutely on the wrong track 
as far as God’s way of being a 
Christian is concerned. 

God says: “Not by works of 
righteousness which we have 
done, but according to His mercy, 
He saved us.” (Titus 3:5) 

“For by grace are ye saved, 
... not by works, lest any man 
should boast.” (Eph. 2:8,9) 

“There is none righteous, no 
not one.” (Rom. 3:10) 

“No man cometh unto the 
Father but by Me (Jesus).” 
(John 14:6) 


WHO IS A CHRISTIAN? 


Here is the best definition I 
know: A Christian is one who is 
vitally joined to Jesus Christ. 
Surely that is what the term 
“Christian” means, a Christ-ian. 
So of necessity there must be the 
honest acknowledgment and 
personal acceptance of the person 
and work of Jesus Christ. With- 
out Christ there could be no 
Christians. The Apostle Paul in 
speaking of his Christian life put 
it thus: For me to live is for 
Christ to live in me. 


1. A Christian is one who has 
come to Christ. 


It’s just that simple, merely 
“come to Christ” with all your 
needs. It is His task to make you 
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a Christian. It is yours to come. 
“For God so loved the world, 
that He gave His only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
Him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” (John 3:16) 
“Come unto Me, all ye that 
labor and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest.” (Matt. 11:18) 
“T am the way, the truth, and 
the life: no man cometh unto the 
Father, but by Me.” (John 14:6) 
“Neither is there salvation in 
any other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved.” 
(Acts 4:12) 
“Him that cometh to Me I will 
in no wise cast out.” (John 6:37) 


2. A Christian is one whose sins 
are forgiven. 


Sin is the great barrier be- 
tween man and God. Sin must 
therefore be dealt with first be- 
fore you can have fellowship with 
a holy God. Christ is the great 
Sin-bearer. He died for the sins 
of the world. He died for your 
sins. 

“Who His own self bare our 
sins in His own body on the tree.” 
(I Pet. 2:24) 

“Christ hath redeemed us from 
the curse of the law.” (Gal. 3:13) 

“For He (God) hath made Him 
(Christ) to be sin for us.” (II 
Cor. 5:21) 

“Christ died for our sins.” (I 
Cor. 15:3) 

“For Christ also hath once 
suffered for sins, the just for the 
unjust, that He might bring us to 
God.” (I Pet. 3:18) 

“Behold the Lamb of God, 
which taketh away the sin of the 
world.” (John 1:29) 


3. A Christian is one who has been 
born into God’s family. 


Impossible as this seems, it is 
nevertheless true. Christians are 
actually members in the family 
of the God of the universe! 
Christians are possessors of God’s 
nature and life! Christians are 
heirs of the riches of God’s glory! 

“Ye must be born again.” 
(John 3:7) 

“Being born again . . . by the 
Word of God.” (I Pet. 1:23) 

“But as many as received Him 
(Christ), to them gave He power 
to become the sons of God.” (John 
1:12) 


“The Spirit itself beareth wit- 
ness with our spirit, that we are 
the children of God: and if chil- 
dren, then heirs; heirs of God, 
and joint-heirs with Christ.” 
(Rom. 8:16, 17) 

It seems almost too good to be 
true, doesn’t it? Still the Bible is 
clear here that when you accept 
Jesus Christ into your heart, you 
enter God’s family. His becomes 
the obligation to provide and pro- 
tect, yours the responsibility to 
live like God’s child. 


4. A Christian is one who has 
eternal life, now! 

How wonderful! In this respect 
the Christian differs from all 
others, for he possesses, here and 
now, the priceless heritage of end- 
less life which is shared only by 
God and himself. 

Not at death, not at the Judg- 
ment, not at the end of time, but 
at the moment you receive Christ, 
you receive eternal life. 

“And I give unto them eternal 
life; and they shall never perish, 
neither shall any man pluck them 
out of my hand.” (John 10:28) 

“Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that heareth My word, and 
believeth on Him that sent Me, 
hath everlasting life.” (John 
5:24) 

“These things have I written 
unto you that believe on the name 
of the Son of God; that ye may 
know that ye have eternal life.” 
(I John 5:13) 


5. A Christian is one in whom 
dwells the risen, living Christ. 
The exultant note of the first 

Easter was, “He lives.” The joy 

of the Christian life is explained 

when we understand that the 
gloriously risen Christ dwells in 
the hearts of Christians. 

“Christ in you, the hope of 

glory.” (Col. 1:27) 

“Abide in Me, and I in you.” 

(John 15:4) 

“IT am in My Father, and ye in 

Me, and I in you.” (John 14:20) 
“I am crucified with Christ: 

nevertheless I live; yet not I, but 

Christ liveth in me.’ (Gal. 2:20) 
All that the Christian needs— 

strength, wisdom, guidance, 

necessities—is fully supplied by 
the indwelling Christ who said, 

“All power is given unto me in 

heaven and in earth.” 
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May we pause to ask, Are you 
a Christian... this kind of 
Christian? Have you come to 
Christ? Are your sins forgiven? 
Have you been born into the 
family of God? Do you now pos- 
sess eternal life? Does the risen 
Christ dwell in your heart? 


HOW TO BECOME A 
CHRISTIAN 


God has made the way very 
simple and plain. He has already 
solved all the difficulties. When 
you accept God’s plan, all the 
problems are automatically 
answered. Let me list four steps 
to help your understand. 


1. Take your rightful place as a 

sinner. , 

Do you honestly question the 
universal prevalence of sin? Can- 
not you clearly see its ruin and 
havoc all around you? Do you 
know that you too are born in 
sin? That as you read these pages 
you are under condemnation be- 
cause of your sinful heart? The 
Bible emphatically states: 

“There is no difference: for all 
have sinned, and come short of 
the glory of God.” (Rom. 3:22, 
23) 

“If we say that we have no sin, 
we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us.” (I John 1:8) 

“If we say that we have not 
sinned, we make Him (God) a 
liar.” (I John 1:10) 

“There is none righteous, no, 
not one.” (Rom. 3:10) 

Will you pause to remember 
that these are the solemn words 
of God? And of the consequences 
of sin He states: 

“The soul that sinneth, it shall 
die.” (Eze. 18:4) 

“The wages of sin is death.” 
(Rom. 6:23) 

“He that believeth not is con- 
demned already.” (John 3:18) 


2. Turn to Christ as the One who 
can save you. 

If you could save yourself there 
was no need for Christ to die. But 
God knew that it was impossible 
for man, who was dead in tres- 
passes and sins, ever to live unto 
righteousness without divine 
help. Here is indeed the gospel 
(good news)! There is salvation 
for lost sinners! 
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“Christ died for our sins.” (I 
Cor. 15:3) 

“Who His own self bare our 
sins in His own body on the tree.” 
(I Pet. 2:24) 

“All we like sheep have gone 
astray ; we have turned every one 
to his own way; and the Lord 
hath laid on Him the iniquity of 
us all.” (Isa. 53:6) 

“For God so loved the world, 
that He gave His only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
Him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life. (John 3:16) 

God, who is absolutely right- 
eous in all His dealings, must be 
just as He deals with sin. Sin 
equals death and must always do 
so. But God has provided a way 
whereby Another can die in our 
stead, and whereby our sins can 
be borne by our Substitute. 

God is willing, yes, anxious, 
that our sins be placed upon His 
Son in order that we might be 
free from their burden and 
penalty. Christ takes our condem- 
nations: we take His life. 

What a proposition! And if this 
is God’s way, and if He is pleased 
to let it stand this way, why 
should any man object? Listen, 
friend, it can be all settled for you 
if you 


3. Personally receive Christ as 
Saviour. 


Your pardon, your forgiveness, 
your new life, your entrance into 
the family of God are all bound 
up with the reception of a Person 
into your heart. God has wrapped 
the whole proposition into one 
and offers you these great and 
marvelous things if you will but 
accept the gift of His grace, 
Christ Jesus. 

How shall you receive, accept 
Him? Well, the explanation given 
in John 1:12 says to “receive” 
Him is to “believe” in Him. 

Believe that He is what He 
claims to be—God’s Son and your 
Saviour. Then trust Him for your 
salvation. Throw your’ whole 
weight upon Him. Take Him as 
your very own. Rely on Him for 
time and for eternity. Open the 
door of your whole being to His 
blessed presence. 

Simple instructions were given 
to the Philippian jailer who ask- 
ed, ““‘What must I do to be saved?” 
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be saved.” (Acts 16:31) He d 
—and he was! i 

You can do the very same 
thing. You can receive Him he 
right now, as you_read this meg 
sage. Close your eyes and turn tg 
God and tell Him of your accept’ 
ance. And if you will do this 
sincerely, honestly and earnestly 
in your heart of hearts, on the 
authority of the Word of God, 
there will be a great and marvel |

We are not guessing here. We 
have the sure authority of God’s

HOW TO LIVE THE 
CHRISTIAN LIFE 


When you accept Jesus Christ 
as your Saviour you have entered 
a new life, for Christianity is a 
life. Salvation is an event; the 
Christian life is a process. To be- 
come a Christian is to be “born 
again,” this time into the family 
of God. But after birth, we must 
go and grow and glow for Christ. 
Your Heavenly Father is vitally 
interested that you should live a 
life which honors Him. Here are 
a few suggestions which will help 
you to “grow in grace and in the 
knowledge of Christ.” 


1. Earnestly resolve to live the 

Christian life. 

I mean really live it. Do not 
ever be content to just “drift 
along.” Purpose in your heart to 
be the very best Christian you 
know. 

Don’t be surprised to learn that 
the devil and all his hosts will be 
arrayed against you, endeavoring 
to hinder and thwart you. Take 
refuge in the fact that your 
mighty “Captain” has never yet 
lost one of His followers. You 
can, and will, win in His strength. 

The Christian life is already 
filled with mediocre Christians. 
God desires that you should be 
an ever-victorious one. Decide 
that you will be just that kind, by 
His grace. (I Cor. 15:57) 


2. Read your Bible consistently. 
This wonderful Book of books 
is actually your spiritual food. 
Never will you have strength in 
spiritual things without these 
spiritual “vitamins.” Ignorance of 
the Bible is at the bottom of 


practically every failure in the 
Christian life. You should no 
more omit daily reading than 
daily feeding. 

It’s good to have a regular time 
to read. Early morning is an ex- 
cellent time. Own a good Bible 
and make carefully written notes 
in the margin. Memorize precious 
passages. 

Carry a pocket Testament with 
you at all times and in odd mo- 
ments improve the time by taking 
a “snack.” Make the Book your 
very own. Persevere in this study. 
(II Tim. 2:15) Every problem in 
life is answered within its pages. 


3. Pay special attention to your 
prayer life. 

Here is the “power line” for 
your Christian life. Here is also 
the point that Satan will attack 
first. Purpose that you will not 
let anything interfere with the 
daily communion with your 
Heavenly Father. Learn to “pray 
without ceasing.” That is, to live 
momentarily in the atmosphere 
of prayer. 

Talk to your newly found 
Friend concerning every part of 
your life. Remember to thank 
Him for all His blessings. Keep 
that “private wire” to the throne 
of grace in constant use. (Phil. 
4:6, 7) 


4. Let all your friends know just 
where you stand. 


The first thing you should do 
after you have become a Christian 
is to tell ten of your friends. Then 
make a life-long habit of intro- 
ducing Jesus Christ to all your 
acquaintances. 

Do not be surprised if some of 
your former friends “drop” you. 
Any friend that isn’t also a friend 
of Christ’s might some day come 
between you and your Saviour. 
You’ll find that you’ll gain some 
valuable friends, too. 

One of your greatest joys will 
be the bringing of your friends 
to know Jesus Christ. (John 
1:40-42) 


5. Seek and join a good Bible 
church. 

Here is the very best place for 
you to grow in the Christian life. 
Here you will find precious fellow- 
ship with God’s people. Here will 
open opportunities for service. 

Find a church that whole-heart- 


edly believes and teaches the Bible 
as the Word of God, and the 
blood of Jesus Christ as the only 
remedy for sin. When you have 
found such, joint it. Be baptized 
and attend faithfully. 

Seek to be of real service in 
every way you can. No church is 
perfect, but it is God’s divinely 
appointed institution and the 


nearest approach to heaven’s per- 
fect fellowship that we have here 
below. Above all, 
(Matt. 16:18) 


6. Put your Lord first in every- 
thing. 


be faithful. 


A successful shoe manufactur- 
er in a Midwestern city has this 
motto hanging over his desk: 


GOD FIRST 
FAMILY SECOND 
SHOES THIRD 


All things will fall quite 
naturally into their proper place 
and relation if you will be care- 
ful to put God first. You will not 
find this easy to do, for many 
things, even “good things,” will 
clamor for your time and atten- 
tion. But make this an iron-clad 
rule that you will “seek first the 
Kingdom of God and His right- 
eousness.” 

Test your occupation, your 
amusements, your pleasures by 
the yardsticks found in Colossians 
3:17 and I Corinthians 10:31. 

Measure everything that comes 
into your life by the standard of 
whether or not it is well-pleasing 
to Christ. 


7. Follow the New Testament 
teaching on stewardship. 


God has not left us in doubt 
about money. First we are to un- 
derstand that all we have belongs 
to God. We belong to Him too. 

And the possessions which He 
has given into our hands are there 
as a sacred trust. We must be 
careful to use them all to the 
glory of God. 

But God is practical too and 
tells us to give our money week- 
ly, proportionately, and cheerful- 
ly to His cause. There are promis- 
es too that those who “sow 
bountifully” in God’s vineyard 
shall “reap bountifully” of true 
riches, of peace, of joy, as well as 
the satisfaction of knowing that 
we are “laying up treasure in

In the Roman Catholic Church a movement has 


grown in the past three centuries dedicated to the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus. It was on December 27, 1673, that a 


French nun first received an apparition enjoining the 


devotion; by the year 1856, during the Pontificate of 


Pius IX, the feast was officially granted to the whole 


ehurch. Today, under the sponsorship of the Jesuits, its 


observance is widely practiced by Roman Catholics every- 


where. The accompanying article, written for the 


Christian Irishman by Dr. Hezlett, of India, raises a few 


thoughtful questions. 


PICTURE OFTEN FOUND IN 
Roman Catholic homes depicts 
our Lord with a heart showing at 
the center of His chest. The heart 
is shown glowing with light, and 
from its summit issues a cross en- 
veloped in flames; its circumfer- 
ence is encircled with a crown of 
thorns from which drops of blood 
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are falling. At the bottom of the 
picture are usually printed these 
words: “I will bless the houses in 
which the image of My heart shall 
be exposed and honored.” 

This is a picture of “The 
Sacred Heart of Jesus.” What is 
this? Did Jesus speak these 
words? Are they true? Certainly 


they are not taken from the Bibl 
Then where did they come fre 
and what is their meaning? 


BEGINNING OF THE CULT 


In the seventeenth century 4 
French Roman Catholic nun saig 
she had a vision of Christ 
which He showed her His hear 
burning with love for manking 
He also told her, she said, that 
she was to start a “feast” of th 
Sacred Heart to be observed every 
year. She believed this and obey. 
ed this vision, and her efforts me 
with some success. In this she was 
greatly helped by the Jesuit 
Father Colombiere. 

However, there arose strong 
opposition to this new cult eve 
within the Roman Catholic 
Church. The bishop of Pistoria 
pointed out in a pastoral letter 
in reference to this new move 
ment that the “spirit of religion 
was far removed from fetishism” 
and he warned his people against 
“cardiolatry.” These objections 
naturally brought forth explana 
tory replies from those who be 
lieved in the cult, and these seem 
ed to satisfy most people in th 
Roman Church because the deve 
tion to the Sacred Heart of Jesus 
soon spread rapidly through the 
whole of that church. 

In 1856, nearly two hundred 
years after the nun, Margare 
Mary Alacoque, had told of he 
experience, her efforts were con- 
summated when Pope Pius It 
made the feast official and intro 
duced it into the general calendar 
of the Roman Church. The cult 
received a further impetus in 
1920 when the nun was canonized. 


MEANING OF THE 
SACRED HEART 


The worship of the Sacre 
Heart of Jesus is meant to make 
plain Christ’s sympathy and love 
for us and give an opportunity 
to the devotee to show his grate 
fulness for this. All Christians, 
of course, believe in the love 
Jesus and know how He pourel 
out His life to show this. Did He 
not accept the form of a servai, 
live in Palestine, suffer, die, rise 
again, and thus become our Save 
our? When we read the New Te+! 
tament and ponder its meaning, 
His love for us is made as plail 
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man Catholics made such a prom- 


jinent display of this—to Protes- 


tants—obvious truth? 

Dr. John Mackay of Princeton 
(Presbyterian World, 1955, p. 
150) indicates that in the post- 
Reformation era the Roman 
Church “frowned upon all direct 
relations with Christ apart from 
the Sacrament and hierarchical 
control. The Risen Christ was 
removed farther and farther 
away from direct contact with 
human life... Christ was regard- 
ed more and more as living aloof 
from the life of mankind.” He 
became thought of, not as “our 
advocate Father” (I John 2:1), 
but as someone stern who was un- 
approachable without another 
mediator. 

It was this idea that encourag- 
ed the need for a tender Mary 
who would plead with Jesus on 
our behalf. In other words, “the 
current conception became this: 
Jesus Christ, having completed 
His redemptive work upon the 
Cross, bowed Himself out of his- 
tory.” 

“In the course of time,” con- 
tinues Dr. Mackay, “a potent re- 
action took place. When Christ 
began to be regarded as standing 
aloof from the realities of life and 
unconcerned about them an intol- 
erable situation was created. Men 
and women in the Roman tradi- 
tion cried out for a view of Christ 
which would bring Him closer to 
their human needs. The image of 
the Sacred Heart was therefore 
created in the 17th century to 
suggest Christ’s essential and 
abiding tenderness.” 

In spite of this, however, the 
spiritual longing of Roman Cath- 
dlics has not been satisfied, be- 
cause the Cult of Mariolatry goes 
on increasing and developing to 
meet this hunger. 


FALLACY OF THE 
SACRED HEART 


The worship of the Sacred 
Heart is altogether different from 
a simple love for and gratitude 
to Christ. In addition, there are 
several erroneous aspects to the 
form which the cult takes: 


1. It is wrong to single out for 





that pumps the blood through the 
body. True, we speak of the heart 
as the seat of love, but this is only 
symbolic language. In the Bible 
we find other organs besides the 
heart considered to be the seat of 
feeling. The reins, that is, kidneys 
(in Ps. 7:9; 16:7; 26:2, ete.), and 
the bowels (Gen. 42:30; II Cor. 
6:12; Phil. 7, 12, ete.) are ex- 
amples of this. Although the 
words “kidneys” and “bowels” 
appear in the Authorized and Re- 
vised versions as literal transla- 
tion of the original into English, 
yet in modern translations these 
very words are usually rendered 
as “heart,” “affections,” “love,” 
and so on. 

As for the analogy of the 
Sacred Heart, there is as much 
ground for a Cult of the Sacred 
Kidneys or the Sacred Bowels! 
How irreverent and repugnant! 

2. Surely it is the whole 
character of Christ that shows 
His love—His hands that touched 
and healed and that were pierced 
by nails, His feet which carried 
Him many miles across the paths 
of Palestine and which too were 
bruised by the hammer and nails, 
His tongue which spoke the very 
words of God, His lap on which 
children loved to sit, His eyes that 
laughed and wept... 


3. There is no hint in Scrip- 
ture that might suggest the basis 
for this cult. It is peculiar to the 
modern Roman Church. Even if 
we admit that the nun honestly 
believed she had the vision she an- 
nounced to the world, we consid- 
er it a crude idea unworthy of our 
Lord, and we cannot think that 
He would choose to reveal Him- 
self in this way, for it takes away 
from the New Testament picture 
of Him rather than adding to it. 

Further, we consider that it 
was an abuse of authority by the 
Roman Church to cultivate this 
myth, emphasize it, and build it 
into what it is today. It lacks any 
substance of truth. It is false to 
single out one organ of Christ’s 
body for special devotion. His 
whole body and being expressed 
God’s love. 

4. To quote Dr. Mackay again: 
“In the New Testament we see 
that Christ is humanity’s repre- 
sentative who perpetually inter- 


...and He is everlastingly acces- 
sible to the cry of human need.” 
We require no person between the 
individual soul and Christ our 
Saviour. He is indeed our con- 
stant Companion. Did He not say, 
“Lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world”? Do 
the words found in Hebrews 
(4:14-16) not make it as plain 
as possible: 

“Seeing then that we have a 
great high priest, that is passed 
into the heavens, Jesus the Son of 
God, let us hold fast our profes- 
sion. For we have not an high 
priest which cannot be touched 
with the feeling of our infirmi- 
ties ; but was in all points tempted 
like as we are, yet without sin. 
Let us therefore come boldly unto 
the throne of grace, that we may 
obtain mercy, and find grace to 
help in time of need.” 

To worship our Lord’s fleshy 
heart is not honoring to Him. 
To display a picture of it is 
aesthetically revolting, especially 
to Christians. Not only does the 
exhibition of such a picture dis- 
honor Christ but it propagates 
the lie printed under the picture, 
which indeed becomes a subtle 
threat: “I will bless the houses in 
which the image of My heart shall 
be exposed and honored.” 

Rather, let us worship the liv- 
ing Christ who died on the cross 
for our salvation and invites us 
to come to Him for light and 
truth, grace and strength. Charles 
Wesley, the great hymn-writer, 
expressed it most effectively in 
the following words: 


“Thou hidden Source of calm 
repose, 

Thou all-suf ficient love divine; 

My help and refuge from my 
foes, 

Secure I am, if Thou art mine, 

From sin and grief, from guilt 
and shame; 

I hide me, Jesus, in Thy name. 


“Thy mighty name salvation is, 


And keeps my happy soul 
above; 

Comfort it brings, and power 
and peace, 


And joy and everlasting love; 
To me, with Thy dear name, 
are given 
Pardon and 


holiness and 
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Where Thieves Break Through and 
Steal

Sticking to Principle 


Prior to March 29 a number of 
Congressmen had asked the Post Of- 
fice Department to issue a commem- 
orative stamp marking the seventy- 
fifth anniversary of the. Knights of 
Columbus on that date, but the Post 
Office declined to do so, declaring 
that it would adhere to its policy and 
not issue any postage stamps honor- 
ing religious, fraternal, or political 
organizations.

The cancellation of the TV presen- 
tation of the “Martin Luther” film 
in Chicago has brought to the sur- 
face sufficient reactions to enlighten 
the darkest mind about the under- 
currents of contemporary Roman 
Catholic thinking on the subject. 

The New World, official organ of 
the Catholic archdiocese of Chicago, 
characterized the film editorially as 
a “hate-provoking movie,” which was 
not “content with dramatizing an 
individual and a system of religion 
but employs misrepresentation and 
pictorial emotion to undermine an- 
other religion.” 

The newspaper editorial went on 
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to criticize “the unfair and unwar- 
ranted attacks made upon those 
Catholics of Chicago whose splendid 
loyalty to the church prompted them 
to protest the showing” of the film. 
These attacks would not “go unchal- 
lenged.” 

The Rt. Rev. Msgr. Edward Burke, 
chancellor of the archdiocese, said 
that the Roman Church had not given 
any official endorsement or encour- 
agement to the Catholics who pro- 
tested. The word to remember is “of- 
ficial.” 


Outlook Brighter in Italy 


Christianity has won an outstand- 
ing victory in Italy. The Constitu- 
tional High Court, Italy’s supreme 
tribunal, has ruled that public reli- 
gious gatherings may be held without 
advance notice to the police. The 
Court was asked to rule on the test 
case of the Rev. Umberto Iasco, who 
was sentenced to fifteen days in jail 
three years ago for holding a Chris- 
tian service in a private home in the 
town of Sant Ilario Jonio. 

The Court declared unconstitu- 
tional an article of the Public Se- 
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curity Law that stipulates that po! 
must be given notice three days prigg 
to any religious assembly outside g 
recognized church building and ig 
“a place accessible to the public.” 
This provision was part of the law 
rewritten by the Fascist government 
in 1931, after the Concordat wag 
signed between the Vatican and the 
Fascists. The enforcement of this 
particular section of the law hag 
proved a great hindrance to Chris. 
tian denominations in their efforts to 
win souls to Christ.

The Bishop Coadjutor of the Re 
man Catholic diocese of Wheeling, 
West Virginia, has been named toa 
commission to study the State Con. 
stitution for possible changes and re 
visions. The Most Rev. Thomas J, 
McDonnell, appointed to the commis. 
sion by W. E. Flannery, Speaker of 
the House, stated that he was ac 
cepting the post with the understand. 
ing that the preamble to the Consti- 
tution would be amended so as to 
include a reference to God. 

It is noteworthy that the Roman 
Church is vitally concerned on the 
one hand with naming the Deity in 
state and federal laws, while at the 
same time disavowing any desire for 
union of church and state. If there 
is not some—perhaps long-range— 
ulterior motive for such interest in 
the laws of the land, it is difficult to 
see how the Roman Catholic bishop 
can in good conscience serve on 4 
special commission dealing with 
state—and therefore secular—law. 









































































































Posthumous Saint 











After spending considerable funds 
in spreading the cultus of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Seton, Rome has informed the 
religious order which she founded 
that she is a candidate for sainthood. 
The Sacred Congregation of Rites 
approved the findings of the “‘historie 
session” for the beatification of Mrs. 
Seton, after which she will be con- 
sidered for canonization. If canon- 
ized, she will become the second 
American saint (the first was Mother 
Francis Xavier Cabrini, who was 
canonized in 1946) but the first to be 
American-born. 

The daughter of a Revolutionary 
family of Presbyterian persuasion, 
she married a well-to-do merchant 
and bore him five children. Later, im 
middle life, she was converted to Re 
man Catholicism. After the death of 
her husband she founded a religious 
order of nuns and started the paro- 
chial school system in this country, 
which is her primary claim to fame 
in Boman Catholic annals.

Hope Springs Eternal 


Addressing a forum in Chicago 
sponsored by the Catholic Council on 
Working Life, Archbishop Robert E. 
Lucey of San Antonio, Texas,  op- 
posed individuals who believe that 
Russia should be “thrown out” of the 
United Nations. “Doing business 
with communists is always difficult, 
and frequently futile,” he said, but 
if “patient negotiation is our last 
hope for peace we should follow that 
hope to the end.” The Roman Catho- 
lic Church is preparing priests and 
“religious” to enter Russia as soon 
as the opportunity presents itself. 


Some Roads Lead to Rome 


There is an element in present-day 
Protestantism that is doing an about- 
face and is heading for Rome. Such 
is the conclusion that must be drawn 
from a number of reports that have 
recently come to the fore. According 
to a Roman Catholic source, twenty- 
seven Protestant clergymen were re- 
ceived into the Roman Church in 
England during the year ending Oc- 
tober 1956. The average prior to that 
time had been about ten annually. 

This outright repudiation of Prot- 
estantism would seem to be the na- 
tural result of a stir among High 
Anglicans to repair the four-century- 
old breach that has existed between 
the Roman Catholic Church and the 
Church of England. One Anglican 
group has issued a leaflet stating: 

“The Catholic revival in England 
must have the repairing of the 16th 
century schism as its logical end. 
How else must it end? . . . Catholic 
faith embraces a divine authority 
which was bestowed by God upon the 
Apostles and their successors. 

“The unity that we desire must of 
necessity be the unity established by 
Christ. In fine, the unity established 
round the throne of St. Peter has 
alone been successful and lasting, but 
that is because it was the intention 
and ordering of Our Blessed Lord. 

“Not only was the Episcopate es- 
tablished to rule Christ’s Church, but 
about the throne of St. Peter and his 
Successors the means of preserving 
faith and order was given.” & 
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At the same time a report from 
Germany indicates that some Luther- 
ans are also succumbing to the tune 
of the Pied Piper in Rome. The Rev. 
Max Lackmann, a Westphalian Lu- 
theran minister, has written a book 
in which he accepts the doctrine of 
priestly absolution and states that a 
proper interpretation of the Bible 
must lead to acceptance of apostolic 
succession as taught by the Roman 
Church. 

Acceptance of apostolic succession 
is certainly a well-marked road to 
Rome. 


The Pope's Army 


The Vatican is studying a constitu- 
tion to govern the world-wide activi- 
ties of the Blue Army of our Lady of 
Fatima. In accord with the supposed 
apparitions at Fatima, the goal of 
the Blue Army is the conversion of 
Russia. Vatican approval of the con- 
stitution would give the organization 
official standing in the Roman 
Church. The Blue Army now has 15,- 
000,000 members. 

The Vatican’s move toward ap- 
proval calls to mind the famous ques- 
tion scornfully posed by Stalin to his 
wartime cohorts: “How many divi- 
sions has the Pope?” 


Decision on Adoption 


The Illinois Supreme Court has 
rendered a far-reaching decision in a 
recent case concerning the religious 
education of an adopted child. 

The court upheld the appeal of a 
Protestant couple who wished to 
adopt twin girls baptized in the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. The Catholic 
Charities of the diocese of Rockford 
had intervened in the case, but the 
high court ruled that “the Charities

had neither custody nor any other 
legal right with reference to the 
children sought to be adopted.” 

The Supreme Court said that “in 
each instance the court has discretion 
to determine primarily whether the 
child’s best interests are served by 
the adoption, and identity of religion 
between the child and the adoptive 
parents is a significant and desirable, 
but not an exclusive, factor to be 
considered by the court.” 

The couple have indicated that they 
will rear the Catholic children as 
Presbyterians. The girls are nearly 
three years old. 


An Eye to the Future 


Governor G. Mennen Williams of 
Michigan extended a personal invi- 
tation to Roman Catholic Bishop 
Laurean Rugambwa of Rutabo, Tan- 
ganyika, Africa, to visit the State 
Capitol in Lansing and address a 
joint session of the Legislature. The 
Bishop’s visit was arranged through 
the Grail Center of Detroit, to which 
the Governor sent his personal state 
police car to take the Bishop to Lan- 
sing. 

One can only wonder at the pur- 
pose and value of a visit from a for- 
eign Roman Catholic dignitary to the 
Governor and State Legislature of 
Michigan. 


CARE, Beware! 


A letter in the (Protestant) Beth- 
esda Bulletin from Bolivia reveals 
another instance of what happens all 
too frequently in Roman Catholic 
countries: “Until recently we were 
fortunate in receiving CARE pack- 
ages. Now the supplies are in the 
hands of the local priests and the 
people are told this is a personal gift 
from the priests. They must confess 
and take communion before they can 
receive any of the products. Protes- 
tants in Santa Cruz do not receive 
this benefit that is paid for out of the 
graciousness of our people at home.”

Kenely, Roman Catholic priest and 
late pastor of St. Martha’s Church in 
Kennebunkport, Maine, is contesting 
his will, which left his entire estate, 
with a few minor exceptions, to his 
housekeeper. His estate is valued at 
$1,200,000. 

The estate represents a rather tidy 
sum to be amassed by a man of the 
cloth. One wonders how much was 
received for masses in behalf of the 
poor souls in purgatory ... and how 
much was reported to the Govern- 
ment as income. 
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My dear friend: 


During the early days of 
Protestantism in our town of 
Luna, ministers who were station- 
ed here were stoned, according to 
our parents. During my boyhood, 
people in our town hated Protes- 
tants. We were blindfolded by the 
doctrine of Romanism. We were 
not allowed to open Bibles. 

But the time came that the 
fruits of “Our Heroes’ Sacrifice” 
ended. Their sacrifices attained 
the goal, Democracy. We were 
given freedom, freedom of every- 
thing. We were given the oppor- 
tunity to worship as we chose. 

Before the celebration of the 
Golden Anniversary of the Protes- 
tant denominations, my wife was 
sent to the leprosarium because

there was a symptom of leprosy 
after the birth of our third child. 
During her stay in the hospital, 
her mind was troubled by her 
present way of life. She was seek- 
ing peace of mind. 

It happened that one of her 
housemates was a Protestant. She 
suggested that my wife go with 
her to the chapel. She said that 
the church would welcome any 
visitors. 

Because she was seeking, after 
several months, peace was restor- 
ed to her mind. As it is written, 
“Seek, and ye shall find.” She was 
converted to Protestantism, and 
she told me the news. 

I was troubled because I knew 
the situation of Protestants here 


in our town, which is devoted to 
Roman Catholicism. I knew with- 
out a doubt that people here 
would hate us. It came to my mind 
that I would marry another 
woman. I don’t like to be hated, 
But she wrote a letter to me invit- 
ing me to visit her. 

My three children and I visited 
her. When we reached the hospi- 
tal, we waited at the guard house 
for her to come. When I saw her 
coming, I couldn’t prevent tears 
from coming to my eyes, because 
I pitied her and her situation. 

Our oldest child, who knew his 
mother very well, ran to meet her. 
He cried and said, “Mother, why 
did you go away from us?” 

She answered, “I am. sick.

Gervacio Velasco was not a priest nor did he have any prospects of 


becoming one, but his conversion demonstrates nonetheless the 


transforming power of the grace of God in a country where the 


meaning of justification by faith is not very well known.

who now realizes that he has come out of great darkness into the 
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That’s why I am here. When I 
get well, I'll go home and live 
with you.” 

We ate together that noon. An 
nour later we left her in the hospi- 
tal with tears in our eyes. I could 
not describe the feelings of each 
one of us during that time. 


After eight months of her stay 
in the hospital, she was given a 
vacation. During her stay with 
us, she taught the children to pray 
before eating, before going to bed, 
and early in the morning. She 
taught them not to utter bad 
words. Her life was changed. I 
was really wondering about her 
new life. Before, she did not do 
these things. At bed time she 
would read important verses in 
the Bible. 

It didn’t bother me, but I was 
ashamed before my neighbors. 
Some of my friends would some- 
times joke with me, saying, ‘““Very 
goon you will also become a 


Protestant.” I would answer, 
“Time will tell about that 
matter.” 


My wife left again after spend- 
ing several days with us. That 
was in the summer of 1952. Our 
youngest daughter was already a 
year and two months old. She was 
only four months old when my 
wife left the first time. Now I 
could leave her with my mother, 
along with the oldest. I left our 
second child with my sister, who 
has no children. I worked in one 
of the tailoring shops in Manila 
during the working days, and 
visited my wife on Sunday. 

I was invited by the minister of 
the hospital to attend Sunday 
School and Divine Services. If I 
couldn’t go to the hospital, I 
would attend Methodist services 
in Manila. My knowledge about 
the spiritual life was deepened. 
But still my material life prevent- 
ed me from surrendering my life 
to our Saviour Jesus. 

Days, weeks and months pass- 
ed. I was now dealing with 
Protestants. Before, I hated them, 
but now I was comparing them 
with people of the other faith. 
They are good people. 

Then a new vision came to my 
mind. The eyes of my conscience 
were opened. I now saw the differ- 
ence between Protestants and Ro- 
man Catholics. I was convinced 
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about the teachings of the Protes- 
tants. The minister at the hospital 
asked me to receive Jesus as my 
personal Saviour. I didn’t hesi- 
tate. I accepted Him as my 
personal Saviour in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Spirit. 

That was Christmas 1952. And 
that was the happiest part of my 
life. My blindfold was removed. I 
was lighted by the light of Jesus. 
I know now the Way, the Truth, 
and the Life. As Jesus said to His 
disciples, ““No man cometh unto 
the Father, but by me.” It is also 
written, “For there is one God, 
and one mediator between God 
and men, the man Christ Jesus.” 

In the summer of 1953, my 
wife was permitted to leave the 
hospital because her blood was 
negative. And now we are living 
happily together with our three 
children. Now we are living in a 
house where Jesus is the Head of 
the family. But Matthew 10:25 
has been fulfilled: “If they have 
called the Master of the house 
Beelzebub, how much more shall 
they call them of his household?” 
However, we don’t mind that. We 
are claiming the promises of God 
Almighty. I believe that God 
supplies our needs but not our 
wants. 

I said the above text was fulfill- 
ed because we Protestants in this 
town number only 27. We are in 
the midst of 20,000 inhabitants. 
Compare these two numbers. I 
hope you can help us in the 
growth of our church through 
your prayers. 

Our missionary minister is real- 
ly sacrificing. Imagine seven 
families out of 20,000 people. 
Could you stay long in this town 
if you were assigned here? But 
I am proud to tell you that we are 
standing firmly. We are using as 
our support the words of our 
Saviour Jesus from the book of 
St. Mark (8:38): “Whosoever 
therefore shall be ashamed of Me 
and of My words in this adulter- 
ous and sinful generation; of him 
also shall the Son of man be 
ashamed, when He cometh in the 
glory of His Father with the holy 
angels.”

Last summer, at the Christian Youth 
Camp at the foot of majestic Mount Olym- 
pus, beside the blue Aegean Sea, 740 chil- 
dren from the slums and harvest fields of 
Greece were given a taste of what seemed 
to them to be heaven on earth. 


But little 12-year-old George could not 
laugh and sing with the rest. He was deaf 
and dumb, but the smartest fellow imagi- 
nable. He had no father, and was in danger 
of being led astray by bad company, when 
a good Christian friend in America made 
it possible for him to attend our camp, He 
could not hear the messages, but the lov- 
ing, Christ-honoring environment reached 
his heart and made a marked change in him. 


Just recently, a woman who attended our 
Gospel meeting in Thessalonica was asked 
by one of our workers how she heard 
about us. We were moved to tears by her 
reply. “George, my neighbor, the deaf and 
dumb boy who is now in your Orphanage, 
led me to you. One day when I was 
dressed up to go out, he met me outside 
my house and, taking me by the hand, 
pantomimed that he wanted to take me 
somewhere to worship. I went with him 
and liked it so well that now my children 
are in the Sunday school too.” 


Another camp season is almost here and 
hundreds of eager children who are phys- 
ically and spiritually undernourished are 
hoping that they too will be sponsored at 
camp by some kind friend in America.

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Roman Catholic by Law? 


The Rights of American Children 


By C. C. CAWLEY 


The recent and continuing plight of Melvin and Frances Ellis, 
exiles from their home and fugitives from so-called “justice,” has 
pointed up with sudden clarity not only the heart-rending risks as- 
sumed by non-Catholics who seek to adopt children of Roman Catho- 
lic parentage, but also the ever-tightening noose prepared for 
Americanism by an ambitious foreign element in our midst. 


If ever life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness were threatened, 
it is now when the Roman Church, armed with its Canon Law and 
brandishing the sword of “the one true church,” is seeking to cut off 
the lifelines of freedom, and when the very air we breathe is tainted 
with the sanctimonious odor of religious intolerance. If this sounds 
highly exaggerated, the following article, which first appeared in the 
April 15 issue of the Churchman, should startle the skeptics. 


We are fighting Communism on the home front: what are we 


doing about Roman Catholicism?

for divorce. In granting it, the 
following April, the Bristol 
county court gave the father 
custody of Linda. (Prior to the 
divorce, Mrs. Pereira agreed in 
writing that custody be given to 
the husband. A probate court, 
however, in considering what is 
best for a child, is not bound by 
such an agreement.) 


Antonio Pereira’s parents be 
longed to the Church of the 
Nazarene, but Antonio at the time 
of his marriage was a convert 
Catholicism. Upon his wife’s de 
sertion he returned to the Church 
of the Nazarene in New Bedford, 
where he and his daughter after- 
wards attended regularly. I 
December of 1952 he remarried. 
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E FOLLOWING JUNE, his for- 

mer wife Shirley petitioned 
the Bristol court to give Linda to 
her. Among her claims: that with 
Antonio and his family, Linda 
was not receiving “proper care.” 

The court appointed Franklin 
T. Waite, local representative of 
the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
as guardian ad litem to investi- 
gate. On May 20, 1954, Probate 
Judge Walter L. Considine heard 
Waite’s report: as to Linda and 
Antonio, “everything there sug- 
gests the health and happiness of 
the child in the household of the 
father.” Of former wife Shirley, 
on the other hand, Waite had 
found little good to be said. The 
worst: On July 14, 1951, at the 
Booth Memorial Hospital in 
Brookline, under the assumed 
name of “Agnes Cabral,” Shirley 
had been delivered of an illegiti- 
mate child, whom she there turn- 
ed over to an adoption agency for 
placing in another county.* 


B’? TO Judge Considine, a Ro- 

man Catholic, it was crystal- 
clear that Linda was not receiv- 
ing “proper care.” Accordingly, 
on June 14, 1954, when Linda was 
five years and eight months old, 
he ordered that she be removed 
from her father’s home and 
placed in a Roman Catholic in- 
stitution, Saint Mary’s Home. 
There, he noted, she would receive 
“excellent physical and spiritual 
care.” And he gave “limited” 
custody to Shirley, subject to the 
home’s regulation. 

“I find,” the judge explained, 
“that, although some of the needs 
of this child might be provided by 
the father, it is apparent that the 
spiritual requirement of Linda 
while she was in custody of her 
father, was not only neglected, 
but also denied her, in that Linda 
is a Roman Catholic, and the 
father required that she attend 
the Church of the Nazarene, 
which is not Catholic. She there- 
fore has been denied the privi- 
lege of being reared in her Catho- 
lic faith. 

“I find that no one, not even the 
parents, have the right to deny 
an immature child who has been 
baptized a Roman Catholic, the 
privilege of being reared in 


Catholicity. Only this child, when 
she reaches the age of reason, can 
change her religious faith.” * 

Antonio Pereira appealed, con- 
tending that he had been deprived 
of custody without any finding 
that he was unfit, that on all the 
evidence his former wife was not 
a fit custodian, that he had the 
right to determine the religion of 
his own infant daughter, and that 
it was plain cruelty to take Linda 
from the only home and family 
she had known from birth and 
commit her to an institution. 

Depriving him of Linda, An- 
tonio’s attorney argued in his 
brief, “for the religious reasons 
advanced by the court is a direct 
violation of his constitutional 
rights, both federal and state. It 
imposed on his child a religion 
not desired by him, and constitut- 
ed a forbidden state and judicial 
aid to religion. It violated the 
guaranty of the free exercise of 
religion, and punished the child 
because of the religious affiliation 
and parental guidance of the 
father in that regard.” ® 

But meantime, Shirley had filed 
a new petition below for full 
custody. Acting upon this while 
Antonio’s appeal still was pend- 
ing, Justice Considine on October 
21, 1955 found her “upon all the 
evidence” a fit person and granted 
her full custody without restraint. 
This accomplished, Shirley 
promptly entered a motion that 
Antonio’s appeal be dismissed for 
reason that the issue now was 
moot, and that November 1, the 
Supreme Judicial Court of Mass- 
achusetts did so.® 

As notoriously in adoption as in 
custody, hierarchy pressure has 
transformed the role of Massa- 
chusetts courts into nothing short 
of that of papal guards. 

In 1951, Pearl S. Dome, a 
divorced Roman Catholic, gave 
birth to illegitimate twins. When 
Wanda and Bruce were two 
weeks old, she properly placed 
them for adoption with a Jewish 
couple, Rouben and Sylvia Gold- 
man. At no time afterwards did 
she withdraw her consent. But in 
1954, after the Goldmans for 
three years had loved and raised 
Wanda and Bruce as their own, 
the Supreme Judicial Court, sole- 
ly on religious grounds, refused 
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to allow the adoptions. When the 
U. S. Supreme Court refused to 
consider their appeal,’ the state 
instituted proceedings to take the 
children away from them. There- 
upon, the Goldmans abandoned 
their home and business and with 
the twins fled to another state.* 

In 1951, Marjorie J. McCoy, 
single and Roman Catholic, gave 
birth to an illegitimate daughter. 
When the baby, Hildie, was ten 
days old, Marjorie placed her for 
adoption with a Jewish couple, 
Melvin S. and Frances V. Ellis. 
Later, under extreme pressure 
from Roman Catholic social work- 
ers from the Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare, from Roman Catho- 
lic priests and from Roman 
Catholic relatives, she claimed, in 
the face of extensive testimony to 
the contrary, that she at first had 
not known the adopters to be 
Jewish, and demanded the child 
back—not for herself, but to place 
in a Roman Catholic orphanage 
for later adoption by Catholics. 


HE ROMAN CATHOLIC probate 

judge refused to allow the 
adoption. In 1955, when Hildie 
was four, the Massachusetts high 
court affirmed judgment. Later, 
the Ellises’ plea to keep Hildie on 
condition they raise her a Catho- 
lic was also refused. The Ellises, 
following the course of the Gold- 
mans, fled with Hildie to parts 
unknown.’ 

Today, “religious protection” 
statutes like those which forced 
the above decisions are pressed 
for in all states by the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy. Their ulti- 
mate goal, now achieved in 
Massachusetts, is clear: to make 
and keep Roman Catholic by law 
all children born to Catholics and 
all other children who at any time 
were baptised as Catholics. 
(Neither Wanda, Bruce nor 
Hildie was baptized a Roman 
Catholic.) 

Thus the hierarchy seeks to 
destroy the American meaning of 
welfare and equality of religions, 
and to write into American law 
its own presumptive dogma: 
Eternal salvation cannot be had 
outside of the true Roman Cath- 
olic Church; therefore, restora- 
tion to Catholic custody is all-im- 
portant to a ckild’s welfare 
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regardless of any mere temporal 
harm to the child. 

To any such exclusive proposi- 
tion, Americans give short shrift. 
In our country there flourish on 
equal terms some 256 religious 
bodies. Each is free—though 
most are more humble—to file as 
extravagant a claim. But none, 
nevertheless, is free to win or to 
hold its adherents by other than 
ecclesiastical means. None, to say 
it plainly, may enlist the law of 
the land either to regiment its 
members or to gain for itself a 
place of privilege above the 
others. 


N theory, Antonio Pereira 

might have brought a second 
appeal, all the way to the United 
States Supreme Court—provided 
he had perhaps $25,000 to spend.’° 
His actual circumstances, how- 
ever, may be inferred from the 
fact that, in the final decree, he 
was not required to contribute to 


His opponent and her attorneys 
had behind them all the resources 
of the powerful Roman Catholic 
Church. Where, then, was the 
backer for American citizen An- 
tonio Pereira—and for the 
American principles of religious 
freedom and separation of church 
and state? 


In 1948, Roman Catholic 
bishops openly denounced this 
principle of church-state separa- 
tion as “the shibboleth of doctri- 
naire secularism,” and summoned 
Catholics to work “patiently, per- 
sistently and perseveringly” for 
its destruction. Thoroughly 
alarmed, Protestant leaders or- 
ganized “Protestants and. Other 
Americans United for Separation 
of Church and State,” which 
since has fought to standstill the 
hierarchy’s moves to capture 
America’s public schools. 


Will POAU also take on the 
fight against the hierarchy’s plan 
to make and keep American child-

Baptized Paganism 


Taipeh, Formosa.—Missioners on 
Formosa are “baptizing” native tri- 
bal dances and incorporating them 
into Catholic feast-day celebrations. 

The action is a continuation of the 

Church’s traditional practice of pre- 
serving whatever is good of any cul- 
ture or civilization. Sometimes it is 
a rich cultural heritage that is re- 
tained; sometimes it is an innocent 
custom or a picturesque item of folk- 
ore. 
; For the nine aboriginal tribes of 
Formosa, dancing has always been a 
great method of expression on all 
ceremonial and festive occasions. In 
early times the tribal dances, con- 
sidered an integral part of religious 
ritual, were a much practiced and 
highly prized accomplishment. 

In recent times the Japanese, dur- 
ing their occupation, tried to stamp 
out aboriginal cults and substitute 
their own Shintoism. As a result, 
many tribal beliefs and customs 
began to die out. 

Concomitantly the art of dancing, 
with its religious connections, is 
being lost. Colorful costumes are sold 
in curio shops, and only once a year, 
for the harvest festival, is there 
dancing—and then only under the 
exhilaration of distilled spirits. 

Aborigines in scenic spots stage 
dances for camera-bearing tourists, 
but only to make a fast dollar. 

The missioners who administer to 
the aborigines have recognized the 
value of the ancient tribal dances, 
and have done much to encourage 
them. Now specially trained groups 
perform, with the old gusto, for 
Catholic feast-day celebrations.

Despite its illegality, the supersti- 
tious practice of Voodoo holds mil- 
lions of Haitians in its grasp, driving 
them by fear of the dead, of zombies 
and werewolves, and of the wrath of 
the Voodoo deities. (Church sources 
estimate that as many as 80 per cent 
of Haiti’s nominal Catholics also 
practice Voodoo.) What is Voodoo? 
Roughly, it is a pagan, even demonic, 
religion traceable to primitive Afri- 
can cults that deliberately apes many 
of the external symbols and practices 
of Catholicism. It is strongly con- 
demned by the Church, but its in- 
fluence persists. 

According to Archbishop Francois 
Ducaud-Bourget of Port-au-Prince, 
the Church in Haiti faces tremen- 
dous obstacles, chief among them: 
ignorance (Haiti has a 66 per cent 
illiteracy and there is widespread 
ignorarfeéstf-n the] ic femeltiy yee 


shortage of priests (some parish 
priests must care for 10,000 to 
15,000 souls); bad marriages (85 
per cent are without benefit of the 
sacrament and infidelity is wide- 
spread) ; as well as Voodoo. Further, 
the problems are interwoven: Voodoo 
feeds on the people’s ignorance; and 
the high rate of illegitimacy makes 
recruitment of priests extremely dif- 
ficult. Nevertheless, the Church is 
making promising strides. In the 
last 100 years, four new dioceses 
have been created, Catholic hospitals 
and schools have expanded greatly, 
and a native clergy (there is already 
one native bishop) is developing. A 
Catholic daily, La Phalange, in Port- 
au-Prince has a circulation equal to 
other newspapers in the capital. In 
addition, Catholic Action is imbuing 
a new spirit in the people as cate- 
chists work with priests in rural 
chapels, the Legion of Mary brings 
back the fallen-away, and the Young 
Christian Workers labor among the 
poor workers. Much remains to be 
done to create a social climate in 
which a renewed Christian conscience 
may drive out superstition and social 
injustice. In the words of Arch- 
bishop Ducaud-Bourget, “There is 
room both for beautiful hope and for 
great anxiety.”

“\70U FELLOWS REMIND ME OF THE BUMBLEBEE. Scientists say that 

because of its weight, the size and shape of its body, and the 
strength of its wings, it can’t possibly fly. But the bumblebee doesn’t 
know this and just goes ahead and flies! We all thought your project 
couldn’t be done—although we encouraged you in it—because of your 
lack of funds, backing, and experience. However, you didn’t know 
this, and so you went ahead and did it!” 


So said a well-known mission- 
ary in Guatemala to the author 
as he saw. the impossible being 
done in Guatemala City. 

The visitor who sees the bee- 
hive activity in the five buildings 
—four of them brand-new—and 
six schoolyards of the Instituto 
Evangelico America Latina can 
hardly believe that the present 
assets, valued at over $8,000, be- 
gan as a meager $25 coupled with 
the vision of a group of Bob Jones 
University students. 

Yet at no time do the founders 
of TESCA (The Evangelical 
Schools of Central America), 
and of its secondary school in 
Guatemala City, take credit for 
this amazing work. When a 
government inspector, remarking 
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that he had once turned down 
$5,000 to start a private school 
thinking the sum too small, asked 
how much we had with which to 
open our school, Director Virgilio 
Zapata said, “Five hundred dol- 
lars and the Lord. And that was 
more than sufficient!” 

When Guatemala-born Virgilio 
Zapata left Mexico, his adopted 
homeland, to begin his university 
studies at Bob Jones College in 
Cleveland, Tennessee, he took 
with him a burden for his own 
people. During his seven years at 
BJU, interrupted by a short but 
brilliant athletic career as a Mexi- 
can and Guatemalan Olympic 
track and basketball star, his 
burden increased. His basketball 
tours throughout Central America 
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were really evangelistic tours ig’ 
disguise. For everywhere he went 
he preached the gospel—and play. 
ed ball. To his teammates and 
fans he is still known as “The 
Apostle,” for he is still Guate 
mala’s high-point man. 


His contagious enthusiasm wag 
picked up by several fellow-stu. 
dents, among them Stuart Bundy 
and Bill Cook, two graduate ag. 
sistants in the Spanish Depart. 
ment, and students in the schools 
of education and theology. In. 
spired by a previous evangelistic 
trip to Mexico and Guatemala 
with two fellow-countrymen, he 
organized the Christ’s Harvest. 
ers for Latin America. Stu, Bill 
and he preached and were aided 
in the music by three accomplish- 
ed musicians, two of whom have 
since come to Guatemala to work, 
This trip, which reached over one 
hundred churches with the gospel 
message, and another the next 
summer showed these young men 
what the Lord’s will was for their 
lives. 





















Out of the daily prayer groups 
for the Harvesters’ work came 
TESCA, with Virgil Zapata as 
president, Stuart Bundy as vice 
president, Bill Cook as treasurer, 
and Alice Cromley as secretary. 
The only available money, twenty- 
five dollars, was laid on the altar. 









PRAYER MIRACLES 


As the people prayed, God be- 
gan to work. Soon an anonymous 
widow sent $500 of her savings. 
Several outstanding Christian 
leaders, from Dr. Mark Fakema 
and Dr. Bob Jones, Jr., in the 
educational world, to Dr. Jack 
Shuler and the Rev. Kenneth 
Strachan in the evangelistic and 
missionary fields, lent their names 
to the embryonic organization. — 


In November of 1953, Virgil 
Zapata returned to Guatemala 
the site prayerfully selected for 
the imminent opening of thé 
school . . . What school? In De 
cember when Miss Lee Hickersomy 
our present secretary, and 
Cook arrived on the scene, 4 
they found were two small rented 
buildings, some pieces of schooh 
furniture, no equipment, no per 
mission to operate, no teachers 
and, certainly, no students. 









































But miracles have not ceased to 
happen at TESCA. Last October 
we finished our third year, gradu- 
ating sixteen students, Guate- 
mala’s future Christian teachers, 
professionals, accountants, secre- 
taries, and preachers. Offering 
four government-accredited de- 
grees—Normal, Bachelor’s (uni- 
versity prep), Accounting, Secre- 
tarial—it has slowly grown from 
its original one hundred in three 
grades to two hundred fifty 
matriculated in five grades, in- 
cluding a night school. Its ninety- 
five-percent born-again Christian 
student-body comes from every 
country from Mexico to Panama. 
Next year we are hoping for two 
from Venezuela. 

From its first seven rooms, 
clustered around three small play- 
grounds, it has expanded to 
thirty-one rooms and six patios. 
Its dormitories once housed in one 
large two-story building some dis- 
tance from the school are now on 
the same campus, with well over 
fifty students from all over Guate- 
mala and Central America. Its 
faculty now numbers close to 
thirty predominantly national 
Christians, including a converted 
Peruvian priest. Its missionaries, 
including two in the Home Office 
and two in Language School, are 
eleven. 


ON FIRE FOR GOD 


All this has not been ac- 
complished by human effort alone. 
Its growing budget, overburdened 
by many unusual activities, is

miraculously sustained by the 
Lord’s people in answer to the 
constant prayers of TESCA’s 
missionaries and of her many 
friends throughout the world. 

Our double motto is “Evangeli- 
cal and Evangelistic.” Because of 
the constant evangelistic activi- 
ties of its founders and its close 
relationship with Youth for 
Christ (Virgil Zapata is YFC 
representative for Central 
America), the fires of evangelism 
burn bright at the J/nstituto. This 
spirit has been passed on to many 
students, who, though studying 
for professional careers, keep 
busy in the Lord’s work. Several 
of its graduates are already tak- 
ing part in evangelistic teams and 
youth camps, or are planning to 
study for the ministry, here and 
abroad. 

On week ends and during 
vacations, a male quartet and a 
brass trio visit churches in many

parts of Central America. Two 
weekly radio programs, over 
Guatemala’s two most powerful 
stations, produced and directed by 
the faculty and using student 
talent almost entirely, reach at 
least eight countries including the 
United States. Every year the 
Christ’s Harvesters for Latin 
America, from several Christian 
universities in the ’States, travel 
as far as Costa Rica with the 
gospel message. 


FRUITFUL WITNESS 


For the past two years, the 
fifth and sixth consecutive years 
of the Harvesters’ work, they 
have been able to present the 
gospel message in most of the 
large government schools, in Cen- 
tenary Square, in front of the 
cathedral, in the Presidential 
home before His Excellency, in 
most of the army bases, on tele- 
vision, on national radio hook- 
ups, and in large auditoriums, 
and have been named Presidential 
guests with a special guide and a 
Cadillac at their disposal. TESCA 
has also been privileged to spon- 
sor large campaigns featuring 
both Dr. Bob Jones Sr. and Jr. 
and has taken an active part in 
the Hyman Appelman and Merv 
Rosell campaigns sponsored by 
the Pastor’s Alliance of Guate- 
mala. 

Because of Virgil’s interest in 
athletics, our basketball team has 
taken two championships in one 
year, including the national.

Using this as an attraction, the 
team has reached many thousands 
for Christ throughout the land. 
The Instituto Evangelico 
America Latina was the first to 
place its students in rural areas 
to do practice teaching, earning 
the respect and commendation of 
the Department of Education.

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The Superlative Christianity of 
the Crucified Man, by W. E. Goode 
(New York, The American Press, 
1956; 127 pp., $2.75) 


HE ONCE-A-WEEK CHRISTIAN 

may find this book rather un- 
palatable and, at times, even 
shocking. The truths are so un- 
compromisingly stated and the 
implications so clearly elaborated 
that the church-goer who is 
accustomed to a certain degree 
of complacency will feel a definite 
spiritual discomfort. 

Yet he may be fortunate 
enough to realize after the initial 
shock that a crippled vision and 
limited consecration differ from 
true Christianity not just in de- 
gree but actually in kind. Conse- 
quently, the author did not need 
to qualify further which Chris- 
tianity he meant (the one he calls 
“superlative”’) because’ either 
Christianity is that of the man 
crucified with Christ or it is no 
Christianity at all. 

Goode calls this “superlative” 
Christianity “the religion for our 
time.” Yet there has never been 
any other kind of Christianity at 
any time. Once set in this arena 
of faith by our confession of 
Christ as Saviour, we have no 
other alternative than to run in 
His strength to the goal of our 
calling. What we do need is a 
renewed vision of the person of 
the Redeemer, a vision of the 
cross, and a practical obedience 
to the ways of the cross. 

The five parts of this book give 
abundant material for thought 
and inspiration to all those to 
whom the book is dedicated, 
namely, those “who, in these days 
of easy satisfaction with the me- 
diocre in religion, yearn for and 
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would strive after the best in 
Christian living.” Brief and to 
the point, the book provides a re- 
warding experience and should 
bear fruit as a devotional aid. 


Let Go and Let God! by James 
A. Stewart (Philadelphia, Conti- 
nental Press, [n.d.]; 75 pp., 
$1.00) 


HE MOTIVATION OF THIS book 

arises from the author’s con- 
viction that revivals are not to 
be looked upon as extraordinary 
events, but just as normal, or- 
dinary means in God’s economy 
for the salvation of souls. The 
Rev. Stuart envisions the history 
of mankind, in its relationship 
to the saving grace of God, as a 
continuous sequence of alternat- 
ing declensions and revivals. The 
prototype of such a pattern of 
God’s providence is to be found 
in seven comparable instances 
from the book of Judges. 

This approach should not, how- 
ever, convey the idea that the 
present book is a sort of theoreti- 
cal philosophy of revivalism. On 
the contrary, the author’s method 
is definitely empirical. He has 
purported to give in this book a 
sort of anatomy of revival, and 
in the ten chapters, revival is 
dissected into its component ele- 
ments. Each section is critically 
analyzed, individually and in the 
context of the other elements. 

One does not find that melli- 
fluous, effusive optimism so often 
manifested by those engaged in 
evangelism at large. Mr. Stewart 
does not hesitate to express his 
misgivings as to the current mag- 
nification of the human element 
in revivals. The press especially 
is responsible for this deforma- 


tion. It is pointed out that 
pretentious chronicles of “highh 
successful” revivals represent ¥ 
discomfiture of the very purpog 
for which revivals are intended! 
they amount to a crass exaltatig 
of persons and religious agencig 

Another area of danger exi 
in the pretense, so often implied 
of dictating to the Holy Spirit ¢ 
tempo of His action. Revivg 
carried out with such precipitat 
thoughtlessness are characterized 
by the author as “push-butto 
revivals. Organizational wor 
large expenditures for propa 
ganda purposes, and similg 
velleities cannot possibly take f 
place of God’s mighty hand. By 
overdoing this sort of thing, g 
man can actually hinder the work 
of God, because God’s ways ar 
not man’s ways. 

Of special interest are the 
quotations taken from author 
and preachers who have achieved 
world-wide fame in the field of 
revivals. Mr. Stewart makes re 
sort to them to strengthen the 
authority of his own statements. 
The book gives a kaleidoscopie 
view of the way that revivals have 
worked in such widely diversified 
areas as Europe, America, and 
Australia. But this frequent 
change of scenery, far from dis. 
tracting the reader, is used 
purposefully by the author to re 
mind him that in the apparent 
multiplicity of forms and colors 
the same Divine force is at work 
everywhere. The only contingent 
is that one “‘let go and let God.” 






























Ask the Master: Reflections on 
the Christian Faith in Everyday 
Living, by Gwen Boyd (New 
York, Greenwich Book Publish 
ers, 1956; 142 pp., $3.00) 


HIS DEVOTIONAL ANTHOLOGY 

bears the mark of the intense 
inner life of the author. At first 
glance, the strands of this excel 
lent book may seem somewhat 
loose, but at the end the compact 
ness of its structural inspiration 
is evident. The whole life of the 
Master and Teacher incomparable 
is commented upon, and the fre 
quent dialogue of the short sub- 
jects adds to the book a pleasant 
old-fashioned aura which is remi- 
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niscent of Thomas-a-Kempis. In 
the alternation of questions and 
answers between the anonymous 
pupil and the Master, the reader 
finds it easy to insert himself and 
take an active part, which be- 
comes at once prayer and medi- 
tation. 

Mrs. Boyd has also injected 
into the treatment of the varying 
topics a pronounced note of origi- 
nality. On the other hand, she has 
quoted widely from the classics of 
devotional literature, and the 
reader is made to pause on a 
beautiful poetical excerpt or on a 
moving piece of prose. This bor- 
rowing is done with tactfulness 
and appropriateness. The reader 
will be particularly impressed, 
and moved to compunction, by the 
group of meditations adapted for 
Passion week, especially the one 
on “The Seven Words of Christ 
on the Cross.” 


The Day of Salvation, by 
Oswald J. Smith (London and 
Edinburgh, Marshall, Morgan & 
Scott, 1955; 127 pp., 6s) 


R. OSWALD J. SMITH IS A 

recognized leader in world 
evangelism. From his church in 
Toronto his Christian endeavor 
stems far and wide. In a true 
Pauline spirit his concern is not 
circumscribed to the narrow circle 
of his Canadian congregation. He 
is sensitive to the stimulus of the 
Macedonian cry of those outside 
his pale. This ecumenic outlook 
reverberates all through the dif- 
ferent sermons of this book, lend- 
ing to it an unusual magnitude of 
breadth. 

The range of subjects is a 
characteristic feature. In four- 
teen chapters Dr. Smith manages 
to touch the most relevant aspects 
of the Christian challenge to the 
individual and to the world. At 
times, he pauses to examine more 
closely some problems in particu- 
lar. His treatment of the “Abomi- 
nations of the Church”—religious 
politics, opportunism, venality, 
and ritualism—is most stirring. 
The reader is always addressed 
directly, and, once the contact is 
made, he is forced to grapple with 
each problem. He may find this 
exercise far from relaxing, but 
at the end he will not be able to 
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plead ignorance. He will have to 
make his commitments. 

These sermons are presented 
in a forceful, straight-from-the- 
shoulder manner that challenges 
a response. This approach gives 
the preacher-author a distinct ad- 
vantage. Perhaps this in a way 
explains the success of Dr. 
Smith’s inspiring ministry. 


The Cambridge Seven, by J. C. 
Pollock (London and Chicago, 
Inter-Varsity Christian Fellow- 
ship, 1955; 112 pp., $1.00)

things. 


Ten College Generations, by 
Jay B. Kenyon (New York, The 
American Press 1956; 144 pp., 
$3.00) 


HIS BOOK BY THE DEAN OF 

Asbury College, Kentucky, is 
dedicated to “every college gener- 
ation.” Dr. Kenyon’s claim is ful- 
ly justified because, with a back- 
log of forty years as dean of men, 
he has accumulated an exception- 
al experience. 

The story told in this book does 
not have only autobiographic 
value. Underlying the tremendous 
bulk of reflections and recollec- 
tions is the sensitive spirit of a 
man who had dedicated his life 
to ministering in Christ to the 
youth. A dean of men is not a 
conspicuous person in a college, 
and for all of that he is rather 
on the unpopular side. But when 
it happens, as in the case of Dean 
Kenyon, that the office is carried 
on with a deep sense of Christian 
mission, the results in terms of 
extending the Kingdom of God 
are great. 

Dean Kenyon’s story is a 
heart-warming account of a life- 
time of stewardship. The narra- 
tive is colored by a fine sense of 
humor and a deep touch of 
humanity. 
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Within Seminary Walls 


Dear Dr. Montajfio: 


Recently I read Mr. J. R. 
Morrow’s letter to Cardinal 
Stritch of Chicago, and the fact 
that Mr. Morrow also attended 
the “Vincentian” seminary in 
Missouri caught my eye. I, too, 
was a student of the seminary but 
at their house in Perryville, Mo., 
which is nearby. 

While at the seminary I, as 
did many others, became not only 
dissatisfied with answers given 
to our questions about religion 
(Roman) and philosophy, but 
shocked at our almost daily dis- 
coveries of “falsehoods” taught 
by Rome. While at the Vincen- 
tians over fourteen students alone 
left because of the question of 
“Anglican Orders,” which was 
one of the biggest arguments held 
in discussion hall at the semi- 
nary. Others left because of the 
Assumption dogma being pushed 
at the time, celibacy of the Roman 
priesthood, and Rome’s “deathbed 
conversions.” 

Students were appalled by 
these and the reasons given for 
them, but twenty-seven of us left 
in 1948 when a priest of the 
order of the Precious Blood from 
Ohio preached to a mixed congre- 
gation in the seminary church. 
Protestants were invited for a 
“mission” and they came in 
groups the first night, as is the 
custom in the town for “union” 
services, and the Vincentians 
tried it their style. The church 
was packed with lay people (mix- 
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ed faiths) and priests, brothers 
and nuns from the seminary and 
nearby Sisters of Charity Con- 
vent. The Precious Blood priest 
entered the pulpit and denounced 
the Protestant form of Christiani- 
ty as a weak and spineless group 
having no valid ministry nor any 
sense of unity. He went on for 
about an hour, and there were 
many murmurs in the congrega- 
tion; people walked out on him, 
many of them Roman Catholics 
whom we knew in town or who 
even worked at the seminary 
farm. 

The next day we students who 
revolted in class and refused to 
listen to a “talk” by this priest 
were asked to attend the talk or 
leave the seminary. We left that 
afternoon. 


While there at the seminary we 
spent many hours doing menial 
labor, such as brick-laying, wood- 
work, floor laying, farming, paint- 
ing, cooking, and laundry. The lay 
brothers at the seminary did the 
worst of this work and were not 
allowed any other recreation but 
a “walk” around the grounds and 
once a week a “walk” in town. 
These boys had very little life of 
a “religious” but were brought to 
the seminary via advertisements 
in Roman Church magazines. 

They labored under a professed 
brother who was a tyrant and a 
novice master who was as selfish 
and mean as any one I’ve ever 
known. Because of this, the turn- 
over with lay brothers was bigger 
by far than with students, and 
that was quite active.

No Mass, No Food 


Dear Sir: 


At present I am engaged in 
a round-the-world trip to observe 
the work in the seven Conserva- 
tive Baptist fields for which I am 
responsible. Of course there are 
several non-Roman Catholic fields 
among these, but Portugal, Italy 
and the Philippines presented a 
very familiar spiritual picture. I 
have had some wonderful ex- 
periences, outstanding in some 
ways being the opportunity to 
bring a fifteen-minute message 
at the Baccalaureate service of 
the Eastern Laguna Institute. 
Among its 105 graduates in white 
cap and gown were four recent 
converts, two of whom enter 
FEBIAS this fall and are already 
witnessing faithfully in conjune- 
tion with our missionaries to the 
south of Manila. The rather liber- 
al director of the Institute felt 
that the faith of each graduate 
should be represented at the Bac- 
calaureate services and broke all 
precedents by asking that in ad- 
dition to the fifteen-minute ad- 
dress by the Roman Catholic 
parish priest, there should also be 
a fifteen-minute address by the 
Aglipayan (non-Roman, but Cath- 
olic) priest, and a fifteen-minute 
address by the evangelical mis- 
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sionary. The men delegated me to 
speak. 

It was an incredible and incon- 
ceivable morning. The director 
played a “Gospel Recording” 
over the P.A. system as a prelude. 
The Roman Catholic priest, a fine 
but aloof young Maryknoll 
missionary from a New York City 
suburb, was visibly distressed at 
the disloyal introduction of the 
director. He groaned aloud when I 
was introduced as a “missionary 
to Italy,” hurried out without re- 
freshments after I concluded the 
three addresses with one on John 
14:6. A middle-aged pastor 
present declared that he had 
never heard of such a thing 
happening in the Philippines. The 
believers were greatly encourag- 
ed. The students and their friends 
were very attentive. We have 
reason to believe that a forward 
step was made for the gospel in 
that town. 


Several other things I have seen 
have made an impression. Having 
lived in Naples for years, and 
having often visited Rome, I felt 
quite at home in the Temple of 
Kali in Calcutta. The black statue 
of Kali might have passed for the 
“Black Christ” in the Quiapa 
Church in Manila, and certainly 
the acts of worship were the 
same. Then here in Formosa I 
saw a remarkable thing in a store. 
It was a woman complete with 
halo and crown, holding a little 
baby in her arms; cherubs knelt 
before her, and a black bird flew 
toward her carrying a rosary in 
its beak. The features being 
Oriental, I supposed it was a For- 
mosan or Chinese Madonna and 
Child. Imagine my surprise to 
learn that it is a part of the Bud- 
dhist mythology. Is that where 
the Roman Catholic idea originat- 
ed? I am getting the picture, by 
the way. 

Another thing should be called 
to the attention of someone who 
could do something about it. 
Hearing that the Roman Cath- 
dlic Church’ makes a practice of 
selling surplus foods on the 
market, I went into a store. There 
were piled up 21 cartons of 33 
lbs. each, identified as “Non fat 
dry milk solids,” “NOT TO BE 
SOLD OR EXCHANGED?” clear- 
ly marked on each, also the 
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stamp: “Rev. Francis J. O’Neill, 
Catholic Relief Services, NCWC, 
No. 3, Lane 14, Kirwin Road, Tai- 
pei, Taiwan (Formosa).” These 
sell, the storekeeper told us, for 
$2.15 (USA) per carton. Some- 
body should do some research on 
the misuse of government grants 
of surplus foods. Our mission- 
aries here could get a sample of 
the “chits” given out at mass, 
which can be redeemed for sur- 
plus food; but no mass, no food. 
Could not the N.A.E. office at 
Washington lodge a serious pro- 
test with our government at this 
perversion of the spirit and pur- 
pose of these grants of surplus 
foods? 

By way of contrast, our Lep- 
rosy Mission Home at Kothara, 
India, serves as a distributing 
agency for similar grants of food. 
Besides the help given to needy 
evangelicals, huge quantities are 
trucked at Mission expense to 
public schools, where distribution 
is made, without any slightest 
religious propaganda, by school 
officials. These foods are theoreti- 
cally provided by tax money to 
relieve in a measure the hunger 
of underprivileged peoples 
abroad. It is a shame to request 
such grants and then use them 
as an instrument of conversion 
to Roman Catholicism. Or equally 
deplorable, to sell them on the 
public market. By way of post- 
script, may I add that there was 
nothing to indicate that this was 
a special contract or “deal” by 
which surplus foods were bought 
by the NCWC, which would then 
be morally free to sell on the 
public market; on the contrary, 
each carton was labeled, “Donat- 
ed by the people of the United 
States of America.” I am sure 
that an _ investigation is in 
order...

Knavish Imbeeility 


Hilaire Belloc “was far from an 
unquestioning Catholic. Much as he 
respected the church’s authority in 
theory, he tormented it mercilessly 
in practice. ‘Are we all Catholics 
here?’ he asked, coming down to Fri- 
day breakfast in a Catholic country 
house. ‘Very well. I shall help myself 
to a large slice of ham.’ Proof of the 
Catholic Church’s divine inspiration, 
he once said, ‘might be found in the 
fact that no merely human institu- 
tion conducted with such knavish im- 
becility would have lasted a fort- 
night.’ ” (Time, April 22, 1957) 


Internal Insecurity 


The Vatican: The Protestants are 
making headway among Italy’s Ro- 
man Catholics. So said the Vatican 
last week in a report compiled by the 
Paulist Fathers, who were assigned 
three years ago to survey Italian 
Protestantism, much of it ministered 
by U. S. missionaries. The country’s 
200,000 Protestants in a population 
of 48 million were often subject to 
police harassment and refused per- 
mits necessary for Protestant public 
activities, until last month, when 
Italy’s highest court declared this re- 
quirement unconstitutional. The 
Vatican is far from pleased by such 
relaxation of the rules, asserts that 
the Protestants (“this condemned 
peril”) are using “propaganda meth- 
ods that now find wide application” 
and calls for “most decisive defense 
action.” Highlights of the report: 

“The Waldensians spread propa- 
ganda among cultured people, profes- 
sionals and university students .. . 
They have obtained good results.” 

“Jehovah’s Witnesses zealously 
push propaganda into private homes. 
They divided Rome into zones visited 
daily by 75 propagandists . . . They 
distributed in a single month here 
250,000 publications and 1,450,000 
leaflets.” 

“Pentecostalians try to evangelize 
the most humble classes . . . They 
distribute food, clothing and other 
subsidies.” 
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“Seventh-Day Adventists sent post- 
cards to names culled from the tele- 
phone directory to entice students 
into their Bible classes, with opti- 
mum results.” 

“The Salvation Army occupies it- 
self especially with evangelizing the 
city’s lower depths—prostitutes and 
fugitives from justice. Many rehabil- 
itated people become converts.” 

“Particular attention is drawn to 
the Church of Don Basilio (i.e., the 
Mission of Faith, a small, off-beat 
sect), which because of its visionary 
character has numerous proselytizers 
in the Holy City. Many converts have 
been made among gardeners in city 
parks and porters in railroad termi- 
nals.” 

During 1956, Protestants con- 
verted 475 Catholics in Rome. This 
figure sounds small, but, as the Vati- 
can report points out, it is roughly 
eleven times the number of Italian 
Protestants in Rome converted to 
Catholicism. (Time, April 22, 1957) 


Cut from the Same Cloth 


Melchior Wankowicz, Polish- 
American author, the “John Gunther 
of prewar Poland”: “Once the crisis 
had passed and it was apparent that 
Moscow had decided to accept the 
new Party leadership under Wladys- 
law Gomulka, one could almost hear 
a sigh of relief pass through the en- 
tire city of Warsaw. Thousands gath- 
ered in the huge square and greeted 
Gomulka, not with a revolutionary 
song or the national anthem but with 
‘*May he live a hundred years!”—the 
Polish equivalent of “For he’s a jolly 
good fellow!” The whole nation was 
behind Gomulka at that moment. I 
heard the first sermon of newly re- 
leased Cardinal Wyszynski; it was 
an ecclesiastical version of Gomulka’s 
speech. Gomulka spoke quietly and 
soberly to the crowd: ‘This is no 
time for excessive rejoicing. There 
is terrible poverty, and it will be 
very hard to pull the country up. 
Russia is there, and we have to be on 
friendly terms with our mighty 
neighbor.’” (The New Leader, April
